Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Shaw has recommended strongly 
an increase of $1,000,000 in the limit of cost 
of the Chicago public building. He transnit- 
ted a letter to Representative Mercer, chair- 
man of the public buildings and grounds com- 
mittee, today in which he unqualifiedly 
urges the increase to enable the architect to 
complete the interior of the building in keep- 
ing with the excellent work of the exterior. 
‘A short time ago Representative Boutell 
introduced a resolution which provided for an 
increase of $1,000,000 in the limit of cost of 
the building. This was referred to the secre- 
tary of the treasury, who was asked to give 
his opinion as to the necessity for the in- 
crease. Secretary Shaw referred the matter 
to Architect Cobb, who wrote a strong letter 
which was indorsed by the secretary and 
transmitted to congress today. In this com- 
munication Architect Cobb says: 

/“ At the time the limit of cost for the Chi- 
cago building was fixed by congress no 
steps had been taken to ascertain the neces- 
sary size of the structure. The building as 
partially completed provides not only for the 
present needs of the government but most 
generously for future growth. 

* Since the time of the passage of the bill 
fixing the limit of cost at $4,000,000 the cost

of construction has advanced materially. ~~~ 


In order to keep the total cost of the build- 
ing within the limit fixed it was necessary to 
prepare plans and specifications for an ex- 
ceedingly simple and inexpensive finish; a 
finish not at all in keeping with the dignity 
and importarice of the building. But, pur- 
guant to your instructions, proposals were 
received upon the cheap finish, and at the 
same time for a superior finish, equal to the 
finish of etmllar buildings now under con- 
struction. 

_“ A contract was let to John Peirce of New 
York uypen the bids for the cheap finish, the 
amount af the 
Enumerated in-the contract are different 
items to tmmrove the quality of the finish, 


¢ach with the agreed amount set forth, 


which will be paid in case the government 
decides upon the improvemenis. 

*“ The cost of all the different improvements 
that will be advisable amounts to $943,337. 
There should be $50,000 allowed for improve- 
ment in electric work and plumbing fix- 
tures. 
| 
|“ The exterior finish,’’ says Arthitect Cobb 
in his letter to the secretary, “ is the best and 
most fitting material throughout, and elabo- 
rate and expensive enough for such a build- 
ing. It compares favorabiy with the build- 
ings of other cities, yet even with the in- 
crease of $1,000,000 the cost of the Chicago 
building will fall below that of other struct- 
ures, although built at a more expensive 
time. | 

|“ For instance, it will cost 90 per cent of 
the public building at Baltimore, 80 per cent 
of the structure at Pittsburg, 75 per cent of 
the building in Kansas City, and 60 per cent 
of the one at Cincinnati. 

“The superior finish called for under the 
items of improvements enumerated in the 
contract is mot extravagant or in any 
way an elaborate finish. It is no better than 
the construction in the best modern buildings 
erected by private corporations and the gov- 
ernment. | 
“The improvements and additional cost 
is in the quality of materials to be used. The 
largest items are due to using marble for 
wainscoting, throughont the building and in 
the finish of the main rotunda in place of 
cement; and using bronze in place of painted 
iron; marble instead of cement floors, and 
in better and more suitable woodwork. I 
strongly recommend ‘the improvements re- 
ferred to.” | 

‘The two vacancies in the corps of civil 
engineers in the navy will be filled by com- 
petitive examination, which will be held on 
Feb. 28 at the Postoffice building in Chicago 
and at the New York navy yard.

UNITED MINEWOREERS DECIDE 
TO RAISE COLOSSAL SUM. 


They Now Have a Nucleus of Over $1,- 
000,000 and Will Increase It So as 
to Be Able to Face Any Emergency— 
Convention Likely to Recommend 
Changes in Injunetion Laws So 
That Persons in Contempt of Court 
Shall Have Trial. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 24.—[{Special.]—The 
United Mineworkers of Ameérita are to or- 
ganize the greatest defense fund the labor 
world has ever known for tise in cases of 
strike ahd lockout. They plan to raise 
millions of dollars, so as to cope with any 
emergency that may arise, even toa strike of 
every bituminous miner in the country, 
remote as that possibility may be. 

It will be founded on a nucleus Of $1,027,120 
now in the treasury of the organization, and 
will be available at any time, and end the 
issuing of special assessments, the collection 
of which has been difficult. It will aiso re- 
lieve the union of having to appeal to public 
sympathy, as was the case last summer. 


Anthracite Strike Responsible. — 


The mineworkers have been reluctant 
about founding such funds in the past, but 
the anthracite strike brought about a change 
of sentiment. In the present convention the 
demand for a reserve has been unanimous, 
It began with a recommendation from Presi- 
dent Mitchell, and today culminated in the 
appointment of a committee to devise ways 
and means of establishment. 

This committee is composed of the various 
presidents of the different districts of the 
association and is as follows: W. H. Hask- 
ins, chairman; George Hargrove, Edwin 
Perry, W. R. Russell, James Cantwell, John 
Fahy, Thomas Duffy, Patrick Dolan, Patrick 
Gilday, Harry Bousfield, C. Barnaby. George 
Colville, T. D. Nicholls, Edward Flynn, W. 
F. Williams, Daniel Young, Peter Hanraty. 

The committee will take up the recom- 
mendations.of President Mitchell and report 
early next week. 


Time Is Auspicious. 


** Personally I believe the time is auspicious 
for the collection of a fund sufficiently large 
to properly care for those of our members 
who are forced to engage in strikes to obtain 
or maintain reasonable wages and fair con- 
ditions of employment,” recommends Presi- 
dent Mitchell. “ Our present method is to 
levy assesements, the collection of which we 
find to be extremely difficult. While the vast 
majority’ of our members cheerfully pay 
whatever amount is levied upon them and 
even volunteer at times to pay more, yet, as 
will be demonstrated by the secretary's re- 
port, some of our members who have re- 
ceived as much benefit from the organization 
as others, refuse to pay their jusi dues to 
the union whose protection they have ac- 
cepted and whose laws they have pledged 
themselves to observe. 

“I desire to say that I have no specific 
recommendations to make. You now have 
in your national treasury a sum larger than 
was ever before accumulated in the treasury 
ofalabor organization. That this fund should 
be increased uptil it reaches such propor- 
tions that we shall be able to cope with any 
emergency which may arise, is,in my opin- 
ion, of no smali importance, and at least de- 
serves your careful consideration.” 


Another Reform Up. 

Another reformatory matter of importance 
came up before the convention today when 
the Ohio delegation sent in for acceptance 
a method of altering the present manner of 
issuing injunctions in labor disputes. The 
convention feels deeply on this point, for it 


‘has cost them much money and has kept 


the organization out of the coal fleids of 
West Virginia. The scheme is that of Vice 
President T. L. Lewis, and will probably be 
adopted by the special injunction committee 
that reports next week. The salient points 
in the reform are as follows: 

Let the congress of the United States by

law classify cases that are subjects for the 
jurisdietion of federal courts when issuing 
injunctions affecting the rights of members 
of labor organizations when engaged in a 
strike. 

Have a law enacted that federal judges can 
issue injunctions in labor disputes only on 
the application or approval of two or more 
clective judges. 

Fix the time within a reasonable limit 
when the defendant shall answer to an in- 
-junction issued against him. | 

Compel the applicant for an injunction af- 
fecting the rights of labor untons to submit 
reasonable proof that his allegations in sup- 
port of the application for an injunction are 
truthful. 

Embody in that law a provision that those 
arrested for contempt of the restraining 
order in labor disputes shal] have the same 
right to a trial as that accorded a person 
charged with committing a crime. 


Mitchell Gets $3,000. 


While the two foregoing measures excited 
much attention today, the real interest of 
the morning session hinged on a. proposi- 
tion to increase the wages of the officers of 
the organization. Twenty resol&tions fa- 
voring an increase came up for considera- 
tion. Most of them asked that the salary 
of President Mitchell be raised from $1,800 
a year to $5,000, and that of Secretary- 
Treasurer Wilson from $1,500 to $3,000. A 
compromise was effected. Under it every 
salaried officer gets an increase varying 
from 25 to 100 per cent. The new listis as 
follows: President, raised from $1,800 to 
$3,000; vice president, raised from $1,200 to 
$2,500; secretary-treasurer, raised from 
$1,500 to $2,500. 


Socialism Up Again. 


Socialism bobbed up before the delegates 
twice today. One resolution, by C. J. Taj- 
mage of Iowa, asked that the mine workers 
commit themselves to the party’s propo- 
ganda. It was jeered down. The other 
demanded government ownership of. the 
mines, and brought on debate. The resolu- 
tions committee reported against it, as be- 
ing, to ‘‘a great extent, sentimental at this 
time.” The committee prophesied that if 
the convention adopted the theory “ it would 
deceive the members and divide the forres.”’ 
The report closed with the recommendation 
that it would be “ unwise at this time to 
indorse the plan of those who are instru- 
mental in creating the present agitation 
with respect to the mining industry,”’ This 
direct slap at socialism created enthusiasm, 
and the report was accepted. |

A. 8. Wheeler, Instracter in English 
and Sen of Well-Kuown Yale Edua- 
eator, Admits Frequenting Gaming 
Rooms aud Resigns — Complaint 
Made by W: W. Atwater, Son of a 
Chicago Clergyman, His Losiugs 
Amounting to $1,100. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 24.—[{Special.]—As the 
result of a gambling scandal at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin Arthur Stanley Wheeler, 
an instructor in English, has been dismissed 
by the faculty and William W. Atwater, a 
junior student, who is the son of a Chicago 
Congregational minister, has left town. Mr. 
Wheeler admits that he had frequented 
gambling resorts in Madison and has no crit- 
icism for the faculty in asking for his resig- 


nation. 
Son of Yale Professor. 

He is a son of Prof. Wheeler of Yale and 
came to the university last fall as an in- 
structor. He was highly recommended by 
the authorities at Yale. While at Yale he 
took many prizes, among them the Cook 
prize for the best unpublished poem last 
year. A book of poems from his pen is soon 
to be issued by a New York publisher and 
has been highly praised. 

An investigation by the faculty resulted 
from the disclosures madé by Atwater, who 
was taking the civic historic eourse. It is 
alleged he had been a loser at the gaming 
table to the extent of $1,100, and made a 
complaint to the faculty. 

Birge Gets Confession. 

On the morning following the disclosures 
made by Atwater Acting President Birge, in 
company with Prof. Van Hise, visited Wheel- 
er’s. room and found him sick in bed.

IS PLANNED 
CANAL BOARDS 


Lavish Expenditures Are to 
Be Investigated by the 
General Assembly 
and Citizens. 


LAWYERS GET BIG. SUMS. 


pointees Are Charged 
with Shirking. 


A double barreled inquiry Into the extrava- 
gance of the Chicago drainage board and 
the Illinois and Michigan canal commission 
is to be undertaken. 

The investigation will make a specialty of 
the enormous and growing expenses which 
these boards incur in hiring lawyers. Staff 
attorneys, regular soliditors, and special 
counsel find here a rich field for fabulous 


fees. 
Two Separate Inquiries. 

The Illinots general aseembly will under 
take an exposure of the pay rolls of the legal 
departments of both boards, and a strong, 
conservative body of Chicago men will at 
once begin to dig into the mysteries of the 
@rainage commission’s expenses. 

It already has been found that the sanitary 
district of Chicago during the last year in- 
creased its expenses for legal talent $46,000 
above the total for the previous year. 

Its aggregate pay roll to lawyers for the 
year was more than $100,000. 

Ita total expenses last year exceeded, those 
of the preceding twelve months $337,000. 

It has millions yet to expend, but the in- 


into lewyers’ pockets. 


Lavish with Its Fees. 

The Illinois and Michigan canal board is 
by comparison a small, rural affair, but it is 
not stingy when it comes to lawyers. - In the 
last five or six years the canal has paid for 
lawyers $50,000. 

Attorney Howard Snapp in a little more 
than three years drew, aside from a mu- 
nificent salary, more than $16,000 as extra 
fees. 

B. M. Chiperfield, member of the present 
legislature, and his brother received $5,000 
as one year’s fees for legal work for the di- 
lapidated old canal. ‘Ptousands went ty 
other lawyers. 

Protest by Hamlin. 

In his annual report Attorney General 
Hamlin has drawn attention to practices in 
the law departments of various state and 
public institutions alleged to be typical of 
the administration. In the matter of “ spe- 
cial counsel ’* the record of the sanitary dis- 
trict and the filinois and Michigan canal 
shine distinctly, it is charged, as a standard 
for extravagant use of public money and for 
the political manipulation of public offices. 

The investigators into Chicago drainage 
board conditions declare that one fact is 
patent on the records. Although the ma- 
jority of the trustees in recent years could 
not be accused of stringent economy at any 
time, their record last year outdid the most 
sanguine expectations. It was found that 
without visible effort, and likewise without 
visible return, they increased the law de, 
partment expenses last year to nearly twice 
the amount of the year before. 

‘* Never before in the history of the board,” 
said one trustee, “ have expenses run so 
high.” 

It was to this feature of the sanitary ad- 
ministration that Attorney Genéral Hamlin 
called attention, and it is this feature, among 
others, that members of the legislature are 
censidering. ‘ 

Part Played by Polit 

In the case of the Chicago board, it is 
charged that “by the maintenance of 
an inefficient law department, filed with 
political protégés, and by the hiring of able 
special counsel whenever there is any real 
work to be done” the trustees have been 
able to increase their legal expenses to over 
$100.000, It is asserted that the lawyers 
whe obtain fees as special counsel to the 
board are of two classes—men who have to 
be employed because there is no one in the 
drainage board law department who can 
do the work required, and men who are em 
ployed because they are useful politically, 

One of the trustees declared yesterday that 
only one member in the regular law depart- 
ment could be called useful. That one is 
P. C. Haley, rated as “ special counsel.” He 
receives $4,000 a year, and the members of 
the board admit that he is ““‘worked to 
death *’ and should have more money than 
he receives. 

The law places a limit on what the board 
can pay an attorney. Some of the trustees 
say they have been working under difi- 
culties, 
a year. Nearly every one employed goes 
the limit, and it ts charged that a way to 
avoid the law has been found. It can be ac- 
complished by employing a“ firm” and pay- 
ing each member $5,000.

Under 
what rule a man hired by the year could so 
increase his contract salary will be for the 
canal board to explain to the assembly. 

But Mr. Snapp’s extra work did not include 
all the legal labor that was necessary to the 
canal board during this time. Chiperfield 
& Chiperfield of Canton, of which firm Rep- 
resentative B. M. Chiperfield is a member, 
had to bé taken care of. In the year 1900 
they received the snug little fee of $5,000, 
and in preceding years they got in various 
“bills which make the aggregate up to the 
time of the publication of the reports now.

Even the high priced abilities of the Chi- 
perfields were not sufficient to satisfy the 
requirements of the legal department of the 
now almost worthless and about to be aban- 
doned canal.

United States Agrees to Begin 
Work Within Two Years 
from Ratification.

Washington, D. C., Jam 24.—[ 
Panama canal treaty wae briefly considered 
in executive session of the senate this after- 
noon and the secretary of state was author- 


ized to make it public. 


Naturally the treaty is a voluminous docu- 
mrent, embracing; as it does, agreements 
covering evéry possibile phase of the relations 
between thé governments of Colombia and 
the United States during the construction 
and after the completion of the canal. 

The United States agrees to begin work on 
the canal within two years from the exchange 
of ratifications of the treaty and to open the 
waterway for traffic within twelve years 
after. If unusual difficulties are encountered 
the Unité@ States is to_have twelve years

The ‘United States agrees to pay Colombia 
$10,000,000 upon the exchange of ratifications 
of the treaty and an annual rental of $250,000 
beginning nine years after ratification. 

Summary of the Provisions. 

The treaty must be ratified within eight 

months from Jan. 22,1908. There are twenty- 


eight articles in the treaty. 


Article 1 of the treaty authofizes the French 
Panama company to sell its rigtits, as well as 
the Panama railroad, to the United States. 

Article 2 relgtes to the concession for con- 
structing the canal and the rights of this 
government to the property for 100 years, 
with the privilege of having the lease per- 


petually renewed. 


Article 3 grants to the United States a zone 
of territory ten kilometers (about six miles) 
wide, including therein the necessary auxil- 
lary canals, not exceeding in any case fifteen 
miles from the main canal and other works, 
together with ten fathoms of water in the 
bay of Limon in extension of the canal, and 
at least three marine miles from mean low 
water mark from each terminus of the canal 
and the Pacific ocean,

In Time of War. | 

Article 23 is one of the most important 
of the treaty, for it gives the United States 
the authority to guard the canal in time of 
war.

“ If it should become necessary at any time 
to employ armed forces for the safety or 
protection of the canal or of the ships that 
may make use of the same, or the railways 
and other works, the republic of Colombia 
agrees to provide the forces necessary for 
such purposes, according to the circu:a- 


stances of the case. 


“If the government of Colombia cannot 
effectively comply with this obligation, then, 
with the consent of or at the request of Co- 
lombia or of her minister at Washington, or 
of the local authorities, civil or military, 
the United States shall employ such force 
as may be necessary for that sole purpose; 
and as soon as the necessity shall have 
ceased will withdraw the forces so employed. 


Work Within Two Years. 
Article 24 provides that the United States 
will begin work on the canai within two years 
after the treaty is ratified and that the water- 
way shall be open for traffic between the 
two oceans within twelve years after work 
begins.

Mrs. Cox, 
Mr. Spooner declared, had as much right 
under the constitution and the laws, to hold 
the office without restraint and duress as 
has any member of the senate to hold his 
seat in the senate chamber. 

Detailing the proceedings at the mass- 
meeting at which Mrs. Cox's resignation was 
requested, Mr. Spooner said the circum- 
stances were such as to convince any one 
that she was not a free agent in the matter. 

“When before,”’ he asked, has it been 
left to a local massmeeting to accept the res- 
ignation of a federal officeholder and fix the 
time within which it should take effect?’ 


Says the Sheriff Wes There. 


Whether this course on the part of the meet- 
ing had indicated the presence of a lawless 
and cruel element depended, the senator said, 
on the point of view. He called attention 
to the fact that the sheriff of the county was 
among the participants in the meeting. 

Replying to Mr. Tillman, Mr. Spooner said 
that “the sheriff is the conservator of the 
peace—up north.” 

To this Mr. Tillman responded that he had 
not observed that generally sheriffs devote 
themselves to the duty of acting as body- 
guards for people. 

Proceeding, Mr. Spooner said the sheriff 
had not denied the statement credited to 
him. He again referred to the sheriff's par- 
ticipation in the massmeeting, and asked 
whether Mrs. Cox would have resigned of 
her own free will but for the pressure thus 
brought upon her. The woman’s compliance 
‘with the request for her resignation was, he 
asserted, an attitude of fear, of supplication 
to what she considered a superior power. 


Sympathizes with South. 


He appreciated the delicacy of the sfitua- 
tion of the people of the south, he said, and 
sympathized with them in their difficulties.

Mr. Spooner said the president knew that 
Mrs. Cox did not wish to resign, and he had 
accordingly refused to have the office va- 
cated. The people themselves, to all intents 
and purposes, had closed the office. In 
pursuing the course he did, the president 
had acted upon a principle vital to the gov- 
ernment, namely, that the federal govern- 
ment shall be allowed to conduct its own 
affairs without regard to local pressure. 


Defends Indianola Residents. 

Mr. McLaurin of Mississippi said he had 
not discussed the propriety or the impro- 
priety of the president in closing the post- 
office at Indianola, and he contended that 
nothing he had said justified the remarks of 
the senator from Wisconsin. He had not be- 
lieved that the people of Indianola had earned 
the epithets of “lawless’’ and “ brutal,” 
which had been applied by the president's 
secretary, and he repeated that it had not 
even now been shown that the charge was 
justified. On the contrary, he contended that 
the best feeling exists between Mrs. Cox and 
the people of Indianola, barring the prejudice 
of race. ‘That this prejudice exists the peo- 
ple had freely admitted, and there was no 
disposition to deny it. 

“It exists,” he said, “throughout the 
south—aye,” he added, *‘ and throughout the 
north also.” |

President Roosevelt today received a cal] 
from William Pledger, a well known negro 
politician of Georgia, and Bishop Walters, 
a prominent colored churchman, who desired 
to discuss with him the general subject of 
appointment of negroes to federal offices. 
They will call a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the Afro-American council to be 
held in this city for the purpose of devising 
some means of regulating the claims of col- 
ored men so as to relieve the president from 
the ‘consideration of the cases of those who 
are not entitled fairly to such consideration. 

The executive committee consists of three 
members from each state. It is proposed to 
suggest to the executive committee the crea- 
tion of a central committee of prominent 
colored men, the duty of the committee being 
to pass finally upon the claims of negro ap- 
plicants for federal appointment before they 
are presented to the president.

SEN TREATY ON 


SECRETARY HAY AND AMBASSA- 
DOR HERBERT AGREE 


Whole Boundary Dispute Will Be Re- 
ferred to a Mixed Tribunal of Jur- 
ists for Settlement—Each Side Will 
Have Equal Representation on the 
Board of Arbitrators—Senate Is Ex- 
pected to Give Prompt Approval to 
the International Compact. — 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Spectal.]— 
Secretary Hay and Sir Michael Herbert, the 
British ambassador, today signed a treaty 
between the United States and Great Britain 
for the submission of the Alaskan boundary 
question to arbitration. Great Britain makes 
a distinct concession in that it agrees that 
there will be three commissioners repre- 
senting each side to the controversy, The 
questions at issue will be decided by a ma- 
jority vote, and the victorious nation must 
win one of the commissioners from the other. 

Great Britain declined to agree to this 
proposition before. It insisted on the ap- 
pointment of an umpire. Under this ar- 
rangement the question cannot be decided 
by a European umpire. 

Under the terms of the treaty it will not 
be possible for the ‘commissioners to trans- 
fere Dyea, Skagway, Juneau, or any other 
American city from American to Britist 
jurisdiction. But it does leave open the 
question as to whether the British can get 
to tide water. This has always been the 
issue, and the commissioners may decide 
that England can reach tide water. Such 
a decision may result in the establishment 
of conflicting American and British customs 
houges at some points on the coast. 


Once Opposed by People. | 

It remains to be seen how this arbitration 
proposition will be received by the American 
people. When it was proposed several years 
ago the people were strongly opposed to it.

BANK ROBBERS. KILL 
DETECTIVE AND FLEE. 


Attempt: to Arrest Two Suspected Men 
in Missouri Results in Death of Pink- 
erton Employe—Sheriff in Pursuit. 


Sullivan, Mo., Jan. 24.—[Special.J—In a 
battle which followed an attempt to arrest 
two supposed bank robbers today Charles 
J. Schumacher, a Pinkerton detective from 
St. Louis, was shot and instantly killed. 

Schumacher was accompanied in the raid 
by Deputy Sheriff O. L. Vedder and two spe- 
cial deputies from Stanton. They found 
the supposed robbers in a farmhouse ten 
miles north of here, where they were lo- 
cated last Thursday by Schumacher. 

When the officers approached the house 
the men rushed out at the door and began 
firing. The detective was instantly killed, 
but the three officers escaped by running and 
dodging around trees and fences. About 
forty shots were fired, and one of the rob- 
bers was wounded on the side of the head. 

Word was sent to Union, and Sheriff 
Thomas Bruch started for the scene of the 
tragedy with a posse of twelve men. The 
posse divided, going by two roads, and one 
part came up with the robbers about 5 
o'clock.

Representatives of both interests held a 
brief conference last evening and discussed 
the advisability of Mr. Darrow going before 
the democratic primaries. While the result 
of the meeting was not announced, one of 
the leaders said afterward he thought such 
an arrangement would be made. 

‘All of Darrow’s friends believe that as 
the regular party nominee he would be 
elected,”’ said this man. ‘* We feel confident 
he can carry the primaries against Har- 
rison. If the sentiment is anything like 
what it has been represented there jis no 
doubt he would go into the convention witha 
majority of the delegates. 

“Two months ago I talked with Mr. Dar- 
row and he favored making a fight for the 
nomination, but there was some question 
then as to whether Harrison would enter 
the race. Of course, the whole thing de- 
pends on Mr. Darrow. If he prefers to stand 
as a democrat we are ready to make the 
fight for him.” 


Will Consult Darrow. 

The proposition will be telegraphed to Mr. 
Darrow probably today. The few men who 
were in the conference said that it was nec- 
essary to consult with others before they 
presented the matter to him. They wanted 
a practically unanimous agreement among 
his supporters that it is the best thing to do. 

It was rumored yesterday that the demo- 
cratic committee would issue a call for the 
primaries at its m:xt regular meeting, Feb. 
3. and that an early date would be fixed. 
This will be the case, it was said, if the Dar- 
row backers succeed with their plan to put 
up a fight against Mr. Harrison. 


Derrow Free to Run. 


Mr. Darrow has declared officially that 
at no time has he announced he would 
not be a candidate for mayor. This state- 
ment was contained in’a letter from Mr. 
Darrow to his law partner, Daniel L. Cruice, 
and was received yest«rday. 

The letter was in reply to an appeal from 
a number of Mr. Darrow’s friends to set at 
rest the stories circulated that he was under 
a pledge not to become a candidate against 
Mayor Harrison. 

“T have not asked anything of anybody,” 
wrote Mr. Darrow, “and so I have not 
promised anything to anybody.” 

Mr. Cruice deciared that there was no 
doubt that as soon as Mr. Darrow returned 
to Chicago he would entef the race as a 
candidate at the head of an independent 
ticket.

PEACE IN SIGHT 


‘Venezuela and Allied Powers, 
_ He Says, Are Near a 
Settlement. 


EARLY END TO DISPUTE. 


Formal Announcement Gives No 
Details of the Terms to Be 
Basis of Agreement. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—At midnight 
tonight Minister Bowen gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“I have good reason to believe that the 
pending controversy between the three al- 
led powers and Venezuela will be settled 
sdon and satisfactorily.’ 

Mr. Bowen said he was able to make this 
positive statement after a number of con- 
ferences held during the day and evening 
with the representatives of the allied powers. 

He expressed his gratification over the 
prospects of a speedy settlement of the dif- 
ficulty. He had nothing to say, however, 
as to whether the assurances he has re- 
ceived include an immediate raising of the 
blockade. 


What Castro Offers. 


It is learned that the guarantees offered 
by Mr. Bowen are regarded by the United 
States government as eminently reasonable 
and sufficient. They include a proposition by 
President Castro to turn over the entire 
Venezuelan customs system to the allies for 
the collection of their indemnities, and au- 
thorize the allies to place an official in each 
of the Venezuelan custom houses to make 
fure that they secure their proper proportion 
of the receipts. 


. Will Not Raise Blockade. 


“LONDON, Jan. 24.—Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and Italy have agreed that Minister 
Bowen's proposal that the blockade of Ven- 
ezuela be immediately raised cannot be enter- 
gained, and that coercive action must con- 

- timue until a proper guarantee is forthcom- 
ing. The foreign offices hold that any other 
course would entail a failure of the attempts 
to bring about a settlement by diplomacy at 
Washington. 

Regarding the position of the other claim- 
ants against Venezuela, the blockading pow- 
ers contend that their claims must first be 
satisfactorily settled before the demands of 
countries who are not actively asserting them 
ean receive attention. 


Germany’s Official Statement. 
[BY CABLE TO THER CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Jan. 24.—In an official statement 
Siven out tonight in regard to the bombard- 
meénts of Fort San Carlos at Maracaibo, it 
was pointed out: 

Mrst—That the bombardment occurred 
while Mr. Bowen, the American minister 
and representative of Venezuela in the 
negotiations at Washington, was on his way 
to the latter city. Therefore the negotiations 
had not actually begun. 

Second—It is claimed that the fault of 
the matter lies wholly at President Castro’s 
door, and that he alone is responsible for 
every life lost and any injury inflicted. 

Third—It was the right and the duty 
of the Panther to secure free passage of 
the lagoon, and in discharging the under- 
taking of’ the other powers to secure con- 
trol of the lagoon and inspect the vessels 
therein the Panther had no intention of 
bombarding the forts, and had no orders 
to do sé. 


Castro Gets the Blame. 

The responsibility for the bombardment, 
it is claimed, rests entirely with President 
Castro. If he had disavowed the action 
of the fort in firing on the Panther thé 
second bombardment would not have taken 
place. But, on the contrary, the affair was 
celebrated as a Venezuelan victory, and as 
the fort remained hostile it became necessary 
to destroy it. In pursuance of an inter- 
national blockade an American commander 
would have acted in precisely the same 
Way as the German officer in command. 

Finally, the statement says, indignation 
is felt here at the manner in which the spirit 
of the German proceedings has been mis- 
interpreted and misrepresented in the United 


States. 
Italy’s Position Defined. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUME:] 

ROME, Jan. 24.—The Agencia Italania in 
discussing the Venezuelan situation declares 
that, contrary to the attitude of Germany, 
Italy and Great Britain have been disposed 
throughout the trouble to accept satisfac- 
tory guarantees from Venezuela without 
pressing for the immediate settlement of the 
various claims. 

The Agencia expresees the hope that Great 
Britain and Italy will make representations 
to Germany to raise the blockade imme- 
diately after the meeting of the ambassadors 
and Mr. Bowen, the Venezuelan repregenta- 
tive, at Washington. Should Germany re- 
fuse to agree to this, the Agencia thinks ft 
is improbable that England and Italy will 
risk the danger of destroying the solidarity 
of the allfance by withdrawing their ships 
Venezuelan waters. 


Bombardment of Fort Ends. 

MARACAIBO, Venezuela, Friday, Jan. 23. 
—{Delayed.}—A boat with a press repre- 
Sentative on board, which was sent from 
here yesterday to Fort San Carlos, returned 
to. Maracaibo at 11 o’clock this morning 
bringing the news that the German warships 
bad not shelled the fort since Thursday 
night. When the boat left San Carlos the 
German cruiser Panther was the only war 
Yessel in sight. It was then about one mile 
from the bar. 

The village of San Carlos, consisting of 
@ighty houses built of wood and straw and 
tnhabited by about 250 fisher folk, was totally 
burned by the explosion of shells from the 
warships. 

; Garrison Holds the Fort. 

The garrison at San Carlos, numbering 239 
men, was still holding the fort when the boat 
teft the island. As the walis of the fort are 
low and near the water line they are still in 
good condition, except on the sea side. The 
Panther on Thursday tried on two occasions 
to pass through the channel in front of the 
fort, but desisted from so doing, probably 
awing to the danger of navigating those 
waters. 

The German cruiser Vineta, as this dispatch 
is sent, is, according to reports current here, 
at Willemstad, Curacoa, where it has been 
eabling to Brriin for instructions. 

German Consul Not Killed. 

A rumor was current here yesterday that 
the German consul and Herr Bruer, a lead- 
ing merchant of this place, were murdered 
during the patriotic parade in honor of the 
defenders of Fort San Carlos. But investi- 
gation showed there was absolutely no truth 
in the report, which ts believed to have been 
circulated by supporters of Gen. Matos, the 
revolutiongry leader.

LONDON; Jan. 24.—The English irritation 
over Ge ‘s high handed procedure in 
Venezuela is not less acute than that which 
is felt in America. This, of course, refers to 
public opinion, but it is the public opinion 
of all classes and parties. Official opinion 
has not been exprégsed, but may be easily 
conjectured. | 

The government's with Germany 
in this business becomes*more embarrassing 
daily, and the question has probably arisen 
in the official mind whether the present sit- 
uation justifies Great Britain in withdraw- 


ing from the partnership. 


Wants Alliance Broken. 


Thomas Gibson Bowles, a promirent inde- 
pendent member of parliament, points out 
British justification for canceling the agree- 
ment; in a letter published today, which is 
a clear statement of the case. He says: © 

“It appears from the dispatch which Lori 
Lansdowne wrote on his return from a stay 
with the n emperor at Sandringham 
Nov. 11 that he then committed this country 
to Germany in a joint project on the coercion 
of Venezuela, from which neither govern- 
ment should be at liberty to recede except 
by mutual agreement, or, as it was put in 
the succeeding paragraph to the agreement 
with Germany, that each should support the 
Other’s demands, and should not desist from 
doing so except by agreement... | 

“But it also has appeared from minis- 
terial declarations that the project of coer- 
cion was limited to two measures—first, the 
seizure of Venezuelan gunboats, and, séc- 
ond, the institution of a blockade. 


Wanton Acts of Germany. _. 


“Tt has nowhere as yet appeared that 
either expressly or by implication was Great 
Britain a party to such an exténsion of the 
project of coercion as was involved in the 
sinking of Venezuelan gunboats after théir 
capture and disablement, and the abandon- 
ment of merchant vessels without any trial 
or submission to any prize court, or the bom- 
bardment without any reason assigned of 
forts and fishing villages. Indeed, Mr. Bal- 
four’s reply of Dec. 17, while it expressly 
repudiated any intention of landing troops or 
even of temporarily occupying territory, dis- 
tinctly implied that coercion would be limited 
to the two measures mentioned. 

“It now appears, however. that the Ger- 
mans have gone far beyond these two meas- 
ures; that they have violated their pact with 
us as well as the practice and laws of war, by 
sinking gunboats and merchantmen, and 
now at the time when negotiations are pro- 
ceeding for arbitration they have attempted 
to enter the inland waters of Venezuela and 
have bombarded a fort at the entrance of 
those waters and have killed and wounded 
many persons, both-in the fort and in the 
adjacent fishing villages. 


England Suffers Discredit. 

“No reason is assigned for thése acts, yet 
the acts themselves are not denied at Berlin, 
but are gloried in. The last act, most 
especially, must either cover England with 
the discredit that properly belongs to Ger- 
many alone, or must move the government 
to repudiate further responsihility for such 
proceedings and withdraw from an agree- 
ment so foolishly and short sightedly made 
by the marquis of Lansdowne, and now ap- 
parently so far and so violently and un- 
reasonably exceeded by Germany.”’ 

Mr. Bowles expresses the prevailing public 
sentiment when he goes on to say that the 
explanation given by the man in the street 
is that these proceedings have. been taken 
by Germany, and will be followed by other 
similar proceedings of a set purpose to make 
the quarrel more bitter between England 
and the United States. 4 

“If that be so,’ he says, “ we must look 
to ourselves and the government must look 
to itself. The passionate feeling in the 
public mind has hitherto been calmed 
and suppressed from utterance by the an- 
nouncement that negotiations for arbitra- 
tion were being carried on with prospects 
for success, but if those negotiations are to 
be imperiled or rendered abortive by wanton 
acts of violence on the part of Germany, to 
the prosecution of whose unknown claims 
we have be so rashly committed, then 
there will be an outburst of indignation which 
may involve issues evén more serious than 
the safety of a government.”’ 

Meantime, by common consent, the kaiser 
has the floor. Will he repudiate or approve 
the action of his bellicose representative in 
the Caribbean? More depends on his atti- 
tude than is obviously apparent, 


FAMINE IN NORTH SWEDEN. 


Thousands of Persons in Frozen, Deso- 
late Region Face to Face with 
Starvation. 


t 


GELLIVARE, North Sweden, Jan. 24.—The 
extreme destitution prevailing in the famine 
district of northern Sweden can hardly be re- 
alized without a visit of personal inspection. 
Here in this desolate, frozen region thousands 
of human beings are face to face with actual 
starvation. Seventy thousand persons are 
living on less than famine rations. If relief 
supplies should slacken even temporarily 
thousands would dia of hunger. Therearein 
this district 500,000 head of cattle, horses, and 
sheep. These animals could, of course, be 
slaughtered for food, but with the live stock 
gome the condition of the people would be 
hopeless for years to come. 

It is estimated that $1,000,000 will be needed 
to keep the people alive until the new harvest 
is reaped next August, and to purchase seed 
for the spring planting. 

The Swedish government is facing the 
problem resolutely and will buy! and import 
seed if enough can be found raised far enough 
north in America to ripen in the high alti- 
tudes of Sweden. | 

In spite of the necessity of preserving the 
live stock the starving people are killing 
their flocks and herds and even their milch 
cows, or selling them at ruinous prices in 
order to obtain food.

GLENN VERDICT? 18 SECRET 


TRIAL OF MAJOR. 


Officer Accused of Cruel Methods 
Against Natives in Samar Reads an 
Argument in His Defense and De- 
clares His Course Jastified by Con- 
ditions—Report of Death of Sultan 
of Jolo Proves an Error—His Moth- 
er the One Who Expired.

MANILA, Jan. 24.—The arguments in the 
trial by court martial of Maj. Edwin F 
Glenn of the Fifth infantry, charged with un- 
lawfully killing prisoners of war, were heard 
today, and the court submitted a verdict 
which was believed to, be an acquittal, al- 
though the finding was not announced. 

Maj. Glenn at the opening of the proceed- 
ings read an extended argument devoted to 
conditions in the island of Samar and justi- 
fication of the measures taken to end the in- 
surrection. He quoted many war precedents 


No Prisoners of War Executed. 


Maj. Waltz read the argument which coun- 
gel for the defense had jointly prepared, con- 
tending that the men killed in Samar were not 
prisoners of war and that they were not exe- 
cuted by order of Maj. Glenn. i 

Maj. Goodier, for the prosecution, asserted 
that Maj. Glenn was responsible for the exe- 
cution of the guides. He discredited the tes- 
timony of the civilian scouts to the effect 
that the guides were killed while attempting 
to escape, and argued that Maj. Glenn ex- 
ceeded his rights when he forced natives to 
act first as peace envoys and then as guides. 

Maj. Goodier also asserted that the United 
States was not willing to force an enemy 
under threat of death to do what it 
forbade its own officers doing under 
pain of death, and claimed that Maj. 
Glenn had by mistake selected men to act 
as guides who did not know the location of 
the enemy.

Executive Committee of the In- 
stitution Holds Meeting 

at Washington.

EDINBURG, Jan. 24.—In furtherance of his 
educational scheme for Scotland, Andrew 
Carnegie has decided to endow a trust for 
scientific researc... 
will be expended on the scheme. 

Mr. Carnegie, in his inaugural address as 
lord rector of St. Andrew's, told his coun- 
trymen that, as they could never be a rul- 
ing commercial nation, they should endeavor 
to become the salt of the earth in an educa- 
tional, scientific, and historical sense. 
scheme he now promulgates is an endow- 
ment trust for scientific research. ) 


. Mr, Carnegie does not consider that the 


post-graduate organizations of Oxford and 
Cambridge are suitable. His scheme pro- 
vides no substantial livings. The present 
endowed fellowships, in his opinion, are too 
highly paid to conduce tostudy. The amount 
of his fellowships, while ample for ade- 
quate study, are not large enough to induce 
the possessors thereof to cling to them for 
a livelihood. | 
Moreover, the, fellows will be selected, and 
not elected by competition. The fellowships 
will be directed mainly into channels of sci- 
entific research. Graduates desiring them 
will produce their university record to in- 
dicate the class of research they wish to 
pursue. 


Meeting at Washington. — 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—The executive 
committee of the Carnegie institution held 
a meeting here today, at which the principal 
features were the allotment of appropria- 
tions to encourage work in certain branches 
of science, and a discussion of the policy of 
encouraging exceptional talent by the ap- 
pointment of a number of research assistants 
at fixed salaries. All the members of the 
committee except Secretary Root were pres- 
ent. Another meeting will be held here in 

the middle of February. ~ 
The grants decided on today were not 
made public, in accordance with the fixed 
policy to leave the publication of such mat- 
ters to the grantees. None of them, how- 
ever, is of unusual interest, and none in- 
volved large amounts. It was announced 
that the total grants so far made by -the 
institution aggregate $200,000, which is the 
sum allotted by the trustees for this purpose 
during the year 1903. 


Work Is Only Outlined. 


The research assistants have not yet been 
selected: The purpose of this work is to 
discover and develop, under competent scru- 
tiny and under favorable conditions, such 
persons as have unusual ability, and work 
of a more advanced and special character 
is expected of all who receive these appoint- 
ments. 

The positions will not be those commonly 
known as fellowships or scholarships, nor 
is it intended to contribute to the payment 
of mechanical! helpers or of assistants in the 
work of instruction. It also is not intended 
to provide means for a student to complete 
his courses of study nor to assist in the 
preparation of dissertations for academic 
degrees. The annual emolument of these 
men will vary according to circumstances, 
not exceeding $1,000 as a rute. Appodint- 
ments will be for one year at first, but may 
be continued, and no limitations are :pre- 
scribed as to age, sex, nationality, gradua- 
tion, or residence. 

These appointees are to work under the 
supervision of an investigator known to the 
authorities of the Carnegie institution, to 
be engaged in an important field of scientific 
research, and in a place easy of access to 
libraries and apparatus. 


Some Grants Already Made. 


The year book of the Carnegie institution, 
which will be published shortly, makes an 
announcement of the grants made hereto- 
fore. Among other things, the institution 
allotted $4,000 to the marine biological la- 
boratory, Woods Holl, Mass., for general 
support; $1,000 to Dr. J. McK. Cattell, Co- 
lumbia university, New York, for preparing 
a list of the scientific men of the United 
States; and $1,000 to Dr. Hideyo Noguchi 
and: Prof. Simon Flexner of Philadelphia for 
continuation of their studies of the toxi- | 
cological action of snake venom and allied 
poisons.

Man Who Served Sentence for Dynamit- 


ing Houses in Muscatine. Ia., Writes 


Book About Plot and Is Found Dead. 


Muscatine, Ia., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—Death 
has stopped the mouth of Mart. Woods, who 
recently completed a penitentiary sentence 
for complicity in dynamiting three homes 
here the night of May 11, 1893. Evidence at 
hand indicates he was poisoned by the men 
who hired him to fire the dynamite. 

Woods made open threats to expose the 
plot by which the homes were wrecked after 
he was releaged last August. Since that time 
he has been hanging around several saloons, 
and the saloonkeepers seemed to stand in 
awe of him. He also said he was preparing 
a book giving the history of the plot. 

Last night he was induced to drink freely. 
After drinking he acted queerly and went 
home. Today his wife found him dead. His 
appearance showed that he had suffered 
great agony. His wife is hysterical and 
talks incoherently, but from her remarks ft 
is thought she will make a statement when 
she regains her composure. 

The coroner will make an investigation. 
Meantime some persons have attempted to 
get hold of the manuscript of the unpublished 
book, but the officers have seized it, and will 
give out nothing as to what it contains until 
they make a thorough investigation. 

The crime for which Woods was punished 
was committed at 2 clock in the morning. 
The houses were badly wrecked and the in- 
mates narrowly escaped death. The owners 
of the homes had been prosecuting saloon- 
keepers under the prohibitory laws. They 
were John Mahin, editor of the Journal; E. 
M. Kessinger, who furnished money, and N.

WAR OP TAILORS SEPTLED 


RIVAL UNIONS SIGN TREATY AND 
WILL RESUME WORK. 


Formal Ratification of the Agreement 
to Be Made by the Different Locale— 
Trouble Between Special Order 
Clothing Makers and United Gar- 
ment Workers the Cause of a Pe- 
eculiar Situation—End Is Absorp- 
tion of Former by the Latter. 


The troubles of the tailors are over. The 
end of the war between rival unions, which 
began months ago, and culminated in a lock- 
out of the special order clothing makers ten 
days ago, came yesterday when the officers 
of that organization capitulated to the United 
Garment Workers’ union and signed an agree- 
ment to amalgamate with it. Formal ratifi- 
cation of the agreement will be given by the 
local unions during this week, and nearly 
5,000 men and women will resume work in 
the shops of the manufacturing tailors. 

The peace between the two unions marks 
the end of one of the most peculiar situations 
that ever developed in the Chicago labor 
field. <A conflict over the question of juris- 
diction arose months ago, and was carried to 
the convention of the American Federation 
of Labor at New Orleans. The federation 
decided that the special order tailors should 
join the United Garment Workers’ union, and 
its decision was ignored. Then the National 
Wholesale Tailors’ association refused to 
recognize the special order tailors, and or- 
dered a lockout. ° 


Police Protection Given. - 


ness for a few days, and during that time 
police protection had to be given the mem- 
bers of the Garment Workers’ union. Riot- 
cus demonstrations took place at severai 
shops, and the manufacturing tailors had 
to get out an injunction to prevent the at- 
tacks of one union upon the other. 

The settlement was. brought about chiefly 
through the efforts of John ©. Driscoll, secre- 
tary of the associated teaming interests, 
who has turned his attention to the business 
of settling strikes and other labor troubles, 
with an unusual degree of success. Mr. 
Driscoll worked several days before he could 
arrange a conference between representa- 
tives of the two unions. They finally met 
at the Great Northern hotel in the morning, 
and it was after 6 o’clock when their signa- 
tures were affixed to the agreement. 


Present Scale Guaranteed. 


Under the terms of the agreement the 
present scale of wages is guaranteed to the 
special order tailors by the Garment Work- 
ers’ union; what is called section work is 
eliminated; the present officers of the special 
order union are retained and the autonomy 
of the organization is preserved. The plan 
of amalgamation is the one laid down by 
the American Federation of Labor in ail of 
its details. 

B. A. Larger, general president, and Charles 
L. Kemmorer, general secretary of the 
United Garment Workers’ union, and Robert 
Noren, general president, and Charles V. 
Peterson, general secretary of the Special 
Order Clothing Makers’ union, signed the 
agreement. |

Their union had 
voted to go on a strike, and the girls wanted 
Young to promise them the support of the 
teamsters. Young told them to return to 
work until their case could be taken up by 
the Chicago Federation of Labor. 

“They turn their noses up at us, just be- 
cause they work in a wire cage,”’ said one o6f 
the delegation, as she poured forth her 
grievance against the three nonunion girls. 

** Yes, and they won't associate with us,”’

OPERATORS TO BE RETAILERS. 


Detroit Man Says George F. Baer Told 
Him Miners Would Sell to Con- 
sumers. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan.’ 
hard coal operators will adopt Standard Oil 
tactics and invade the retail field by next 
winter, acoording to a statement attributed 
to George F. Baer by a Detroit man. In 
the absence of adverse legislation by con- 
gress, it is proposed ‘to put « strong monopo- 

listic system in operation. : 
The independent operators will again ama]- 
gamate their interests with those of the 
trust, and the coal trade of the country will 
be placed upon the most economical business 
basis possible. The Detroit man who talked 
with Mr. Baer understood that the coal 
trust will deal direct with the consumers. 
The public’s attitude towards the local dealer 
has become such all over the country that 
the time is considered peculiarly propitious 
for carrying out such a move. In many 
communities it is thought the loca] dealers 
would not be likely to secure sympathy from 
the public, being suspected of having them- 
-selves participated in a holdup game during 

the scarcity of coal. | 
Detroit retail coal dealers agree that 
such an outcome seems inevitable as a step 
‘in commercial evolution, but they do not 
all agree as to the benefits the public will 
receive. Some of them think the coa! trust 
will deal with the consumer direct, preémpt- 
ing the position now occupied by the dealers. 
Others.believe that the dealers will be left 
the field and the eal trust merely sell to 

the retailers.

POOR OLD LINCOLN PARK 


IT’S MERELY A COMBINED CEME- 
TERY-CIRCUS, IT SEEMS. 


Mra, Herman J. Hall Would Tear Down 
the Statues and Empty the Zoo, She 
Tells League of Cook County Clubs— 
Wants Animals Sent Back to Native 
* Haunts and Bronze Lions and Ti- 
gers to Meet the Bye Among the 
North Shore Trees. 


“ Alighting from a North Clark street car 
at North avenue you find yourself at the en- 
trance to Lincoln cemetery and circus.” 

‘Until the mistake was discovered by Mrs. 
Herman J. Hall, this center of interest had 
been called a park. 

“ Going along atrociously dirty paths you 
come to terrible effigies, which once upon a 
time, before Saturday, Jan. 24, 1903, were 
perpetrated by sculptors to make the 
grounds look beautiful. It is hoped that 
some day this circus-cemetery will actually 
be made into a park by taking the statues 
of dead men to Rosehill and erecting in their 
places bronze images of roaring tigers and 
lions and chattering monkeys.” 

An up to date guide book to Chicago would 
contain some such description as this if Mrs. 
Hall's ideas, as expressed yesterday morning 
at a meeting of the League of Cook County 
Clubs, should be taken into account by the 
author. 

_ Wild Animals Should Be Free. . 

Mrs. Hall, for the sake of art, wants all the 
statues in Lincoln and other parks torn down 
or relegated to nearby grave yards. Then,’ 
for the sake of humanity, she wants the wild 
animals returned to their haunts in the for- 
ests primeval. For the combined sakes of art 
and education she wants bronze images of 
the transported animals placed on the 
pedestals formerly occupied by the cast off 
statues. This is Mrs. Hall's idea of whata 
park should be. 

The fate that befell the lake front statue 
of Christopher Columbus is the fate that 
should overtake the statue of the great 
emancipator, the equestrian of Grant. the 
thoughtful likeness of Shakspeare, and the 
hoary head of Beethoven. 

“We are turning our parks into ceme- 
teries and circuses,”’ was the pronuncia- 
mento Mrs. Hall made yesterday morning, 
“they are filled with monuments and ani- 
mals. Look at those terrible effigies in Lin- 
culn park. Instead of showing us a like- 
ness of the men why do not the sculptors 
,veproduce some of the great scenes in history 
connected with their names? 


Dangerous Job for Sculptors. 

“ It is cruel to keep those animals caged in 
Lincoln park. It has been said that they are 
kept there to educate people. People can be 
educated just as well by bronze likenesses 
of the animals. Why not send the animals 
back to the forest and let the birds lose in 
the park and then ask sculptors to make 
modeis of the lions, tigers, and leopards for 
the park? ”’ 

Mrs. Hal also told her hearers how she 
would redeem Chicago from its condition of 
ugliness and filth. 

* Weshould go to the architects who design 
the ugly buildings and plead with them in the 
name of art,’’ she said. ‘* Let us preach the 
gospel of beauty to save Chicago from the sin 
of ugliness. 

Blame Residents for Dirt. 


Franklin MacVeagh deplored the condition 
of filth in which Chicago is always found. 
** Chicago is distinctly dirty,’ he said. ‘‘ Its 
streets are ill paved and unattractive. Look 
at its smoke laden atmosphere. We are the 
butt of ridicule of the world for our ugliness. 
The stranger who comes to Chicago never 
stays any longer than he must. It is evi- 
dent that Chicago does not cadre to be clean 
and attractive, as the people are not pro- 
testing about its filth. The city government 
reflects the views of the people. It has not 
seen any dirt in our streets for four years 
because it looks through our eyes. 

** We have the best natural opportunities 
of any city in the world if we wanted to 
avail ourselves of them and be attractive. 
Our location on Lake Michigan, our beauti- 
ful sky, and marvelous climate are distinct 
advantages. I sometimes wonder why the 
women's clubs do not lie awake nights de- 
vising some plan of making our great city

SELLAR LEADS FOR JUDGESHIP.

Paris, Jan. 24.—[Special. ]—The Edgar 
county republican primary to nominate a 
candidate for judge of the Fifth Judicial cir- 
cuit, held today, resulted in a victory for Col. 
Henry Van Sellar, the present incumbent. 
The total number of votes cast was 2,601, 
and the fourteen townships ouside of Paris 
give Sellar a majority of 143 over Willis H.

Judge Peter S.°Grosseup—In a few years, if 
| nothing be done to check the growth of corpora- 
tions, the syndicate will own the country; the 
people will be merely the depositors in the save 
ings banks. 

Judge Chetlain Tozstmaster. 

Judge A. H. Chetlain acted as toastmaster 
and the discussion which he opened lasted 
until nearly midnight. 

After Mr. MacVeagh had declared that the 

subject was one concerning which little 
accurate information existed. he said: 
\* Tregret the passing away of the old condl- 
tions under which it was possible for a 
man to rise to a position of power and 
prominence by his individual worth and from 
his individual efforts. 

‘*T am sorry to see men of technical worth 
crowded out by men who know absolutely 
nothing of the business. I am sorry to see 
the old type of man go. The banker of today 
may be the head of a great corporation to- 
morrow, whether he knows anything of the 
business or not. The great wheat buyer 
may be the president of a railroad tomorrow 
and he may never have seen a steel rail ex- 
cept in a railroad track. 

**T should be pleased if the trust could 
be abolished at once, but it cannot. There 
can and must be control, and I am ready to 
abide by the judgment of President Roose- 
velt, The wisest thing we can do is to 
strengthen his hands.’’ 


Dr. Hirsch Sees Moral Question. 


Dr. Hirsch declared that a puzzling moral 
situation confronted the world today. 

**Corporations will do things which the 
individual directors or the managers indi- 
vidually would not dream of doing," said 
the speaker. ‘‘ The corporation has no con- 


tions of the situation. 

‘One thing the law can do in this situa- 
tion. It can decree that some force shall 
take the place of individual responsibility 
which is lacking in a corporation. We have 
been worshiping too long at the shrine of suc- 
cess. We have even canonized as saints the 
men who have given largely to public insti- 
tutions out of their abundance of wealth. 
Rather we should bar from society the men 
who dissassociate business and morality.”’ 

Bishop Fallows urged that a campaign of 
unselfishness would solve all the questions. 
He declared for a removal of freight discrim- 
inations, and called for an application of the 
**Golden Rule” as the solution. 


Stop Freight Discrimination. 


Attorney Mayer asserted that ten lines on 
the statute books could solve the trust 
problem, 

‘* Remove freight dis¢riminations and the 
thing is done,’’ he said. Makeit impossible 
for a railroad to charge John Smith more 
per hundredweight than it charges the 
United States Steel corporation. Then re- 
move the tariff from articles competing with 
trust manufactured goods. Publicity is, a 
will o’ the wisp. 

‘*Suppose publicity shows the United 
States Steel corporation to be earning 11 per 
cent on its investment, what then?’ he 
asked. ‘‘ Is congress then to step in and say> 
that the earnings shall be only 8 per cent? 

‘The trusts are revolutionary and evolu- 
tionary and will take care of themselves. 
They will find their level. Leave them alone. 
Some of them will succeed. Most of them 
will not if they are beating the public. Give 
the little producer absolute equality in trans- 
porting his products and give the president 
power to remove the tariff when conditions 
show it to be necessary.’’ 


Grosscup Repeats Warning. 


Judge Grosscup déclared, as he had two 
weeks before at the Hamilton club, that so- 
cialism was developing as the result of in- 
dustrial conditions. Feudalism or socialism 
was the alternative, he said. | 

He promised Attorney Mayer that any 
freight discriminations which might be 
brought to the attention of his court would 
be dealt with in such a way as to leave no 


statutes.

TEST BOGLE CONTRACT. 


Counsel for Defendants | Meet 
State’s Attorney Tomorrow 
to Prepare Case. 


After a delay of nearly a week, the in- 
dicted Indiana coal operators yesterday de- 
cided to bow to the wishes of State's Attor- 
against them.

Deneen and Assistant State's Attorney 
Barnes to arrange the details of the state- 
ment of fact, which, it is expected, will be 
presented to Judge Horton early in the week. 

The basis of-this statement will be the orig- 
inal of the “ round robin’’ contract which 
Walter 8. Bogle and the Crescent Coal and 
Mining company made with the Indiana men 
March 26, 1002, and which is declared by the 
prosecution to be evidence of “‘ a combination 
im restraint of trade and to fix prices.” 


Statements for Indiana Men. 


Attorneys R. 8S. Hamill of Terre Haute, 
representing the Indiana men, and R. M. 
Wing and N. W. Hacker, representing Mr. 
Bogle, made the following announcement 
yesterday afternoon: 

“ The defendants whem we represent have 
decided to accept Mr. Deneen's proposition, 
We wiil submit the cases to the court on an 
agreed statement of fact, providing the 
cases against the individuals are dismissed, 
and providing we can agree on a statement 
of fact.” 

Mr. Deneen has announced his willingness 
to dismiss as to the individuals, and any 
serious hitch in reaching an agreement on 
the statement of facts is not antictpated. 
The contract in question was produced be- 
fore the grand jury by Mr. gie and its 
authenticity admitted by him. He put up 
the defense, after the indictments were an- 


nounced, that the contract, before it was | 


signed, had been passed on by a Terre Haute 
attorney, understood to be Mr. Hamill, and 
declared to be legal. 


Workings of Agreement Explained. 

The operations of the signers under the 
contract were described to the jury by Max 
Eichberg, president of the Wabash Valley 
Coal company, who was one of the signers, 
but who withdrew from the combine when 
he disposed of one of his mines to O’Gara, 
King & Co. of Chicago. This latter com- 
pany did not go into the Bogle combine. 

Evidence is also said to have been pre- 
sented to the jury that a Tiieaae attorney 
who examined the contract after it had 
been signed did not think so favorably of 
its legality as did the Indiana man who 


‘drew it, and from that time on no “ round 


robin ” contracts were made by Mr. Bogle. 

Later contracts made by Mr. Bogle and 
the Crescent Coal and Mining company with 
@ number of operators in the Springfield, 
Ill., district were of a different kind, and 
although the grand jury called in the Spring- 
field operators, it was unable to fix a charge 
of combination against them. Each of these 
@perators had a separate contract, all similar 
to each other, and it is said similar to the 
Indiana agreement. 


Unable to Hold Springfield Men. . 

“It was our information and belief that 
the Springfield contracts were signed as the 
result of an understanding among the several 
econtractors.”’ said a member of the jury. 
“There were provisions in them that made 
them ridiculous, and such that no live op-. 
erator would sign, unless he knew that the 
other operators competing with him were 
to sign similar agreements. We were given 
to understand that these separate contracts 
were made after the ‘ round robin’ contract 
Had been declared illegal by a Chicago at- 
torney, and that all were signed at a meeting 
of the Springfield operators. We could not 
get any of the operators to admit this, how- 
ever.” 

Attorney Samuel W. Packard, representing 
the indicted officials of the Retail Dealers’ 
Association of Tllinois-and Wisconsin, will 
meet with State’s Attorney Deneen and pre- 
pare a statement of facts for presentation 
t6 the court on Thursday.

WINTER BRINGS MANY SORROWS 
TO WAIMER FAMILY. 


Sunday Finds Father, Mother, and 
Three Children with Searcely Any 
Food and Their Last Dime Spent 
for Coal—Man Too HI for Steady 
Work and Woman Is Forced to Beg 
in the Street—Long for Home in 
Sunny France. | 


With her last dime spent for a bushel of 
coal Mrs. Celia Waimer gathered her three 
small children around the kitchen stove 
in their two room home at & Bi 
place yesterday afternoon while her hus- 
band walked the streets looking for em- 
ployment. On thetable was a half emptied 
pot of beans, the remains of the breakfast 
and dinnner. The pantry was bare. No 
coffee, no tea, no milk, no bread—nothing 
to eat in the house but the left over beans. 

On a cot back of the stove a 4 months 
old baby slept., The two other children— 
Julia, aged 3 years, and Effie, 5 years old-— 
are pale and thin. All they have had for 
the iast three months the mother has 
begged in the streets. Friday night she 
was found, with the children, ia front of 
the Unity building, and was taken home by 
the police. The father was found sick in 
bed, and the rooms were cold and dark. | 


Iliness, Wo Work, No Coal. | 

"This is the worst winter that I ever knew,” 
said Mrs. Waimer. “ Always before we have 
had plenty, but my husband has been sick 
all the winter and could not work. He goes 
“eut and finds a place, but he cannot stand it 
for more than a day or two. I don’t know 
what to do. I couldn’t pay the rent last 
month, and I spent the last money I had for 
a bushel of coal from the Salvation army 

people this morning.”’ 

Mrs: Waimer had a card from the bureau 
of associated charities saying that half a 
ton of coal had been ordered sent to her. 
This was dated Jan. 1. On the card was 
written, “ If get delivered by Jan. 15 notify 
this office.” ~} 

* ‘The coal neve? came,” said Mrs. Waimer. 
“I notified the office, and a woman said that 
it would be sent jin a few days. But it has 
never come,’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Waimer were sweethearts in 
France. He worked for a farmer near her 
home.’ For years he saved his money, until 
at length he told her that he had enough to 
take them to America. 

“ And over there we shall get along grand- 
ly,” he told her. ‘“* There is plenty of work 
there and such fine wages. Will you go with 


mer’ 

Mrs. Waimer ita that se would. They 
were married, and came to Chicago six years 
ago. There was plenty of work at good 
wages, and they were happy until last fall, 
when Waimer’s health failed. He was treat- 


ed by several physicians, but without relief, 


Forced to Beg in the Streets. 

As the days went by the bank account 
rapidly grew smaller until it was all gone. 
When the cold weather came Mrs. Waimer 
first appealed to the bureau of charities with- 
eut relief and then was forced to beg in the 


streets 

" Sometimes I was given a good deal of 
money, but many days I could not get any- 
thing at all,” said Mrs. Waimer. ‘‘ How we 
have lived I do not know. We have tried 
so hard. My husband is too sick to wovjk. 
He never drinks and he tries so hard to 
take care of us. Maybe we ought to have 
staid in France,” 

The family have lived in their present 
rooms for thfee months, Before that they 
had a flat of thelr own. They have to pay 
$7 a month rent. 

“The police said last night that some one 
would come from the charity people today, 
but no one has eT The coal will last until 
tomorrow.” 


FLIGHT JEWELS ENDS 
IN RIO JANEIRO, BRAZIL. 


Salesman with $20,000 Worth of Sam- 
ples Arrested After 2 Chase Which 
Began at Detroit, Mich. 


Three weeks his disappearance with 
$20,000 worth of jewelry, Fred L. Baker, a 
traveling salesman, has been arrested at 
Rio Janeiro, Brazil. News of the arrest was 
received in Chicago yesterday by William A. 
Pinkerton of the detective agency nerinS, 
his name. 

Baker was an employé of the Non-Retail-. 
ing company, manufacturing jewelers, at 
Lancaster, Pa. He had been connected with 
the house for years, and was trusted implic-. 
itly, hence his disappearance caused con- 
sternation and surprise. 

Baker lived in Detroit, Mich., and the de! 
tectives began their work in that city. It. 
was learned that he had shipped the trunks 
containing the jewelry to New York, and. 
that there, under an assumed name, had 
transferred them from one hotel to another, 
his apparent purpose being to throw pur- 
suefrs off the trail. 

After hard work the detectives learned 
that Baker, under the name of G. R. Lassch, 
had sailed for Brazil on the steamer Byron, 
then twelve days out of port. A cablegram 
accomplished his arrest, and he did not dis- 
pute his identity. As he had the trunks in his 
possession it is ammamed the property was re- 
covered.

FOOTBALL OR BULL FIGHTS. 


Boston Professor Thinks American Col- 
lege Game the More Brutal—Stu- _— 
dents Laugh at Opinions. 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—_ 
“Tt's all bosh.”” Such was the statement of C. | 
A. Barnard, Harvard's big football guard, to- 
night after reading the article by Prof. | 
Marshal! L. Perrin of Boston university scor- 
ing football and saying that a bullfight is not 
to be compared to it. 

Prof. Perrin’s opinion is that football de- 
velops a spirit of bullying in school boys— 
that it is brutal, bloody, and barbaric; that it 
is less scientific than baseball; that it is no 
more manfu! a sport than dueling and prize- 
fighting, and finally that it *“‘ must become a 
strong and retrogressive force to antagonize 
the sentiments of human brotherhood.” 

The exeitement of a football game, Prof. 
Perrin maintains, consists in seeing blood 
spilled, ‘* Indeed,” he says, “‘a bullfight is 
not to be compared to a football game.

foreign powers, and convinced his hearers 
that “‘ it was not necessary in order to prove 
our patriotism that we should continually 
ascribe hostile and aggressive intentions to 
every act of our neighbors.” 

By his memorable speech yesterday Jean 
Jaures has given a fresh impulse to the 
peaceful feeling in France, imparted a re- 
assuring trend to the foreign policy of the 
nation, and has given renewed strength and 
authority to the doctrine of arbitration, as 
presented by The Hague tribunal.

“The root of Ireland's downfall is that 
it has had two factions for scores of years, 
each interested in the same thing—the land— 
but each stubbornly fighting the other to 
mutual loss, and, in some cases, absolute 
ruin. The landlord has said, ‘ To blazes with 
the Irish people,’ and he has spent much 
of his time out of the country; the tenant 
has said, ‘To blazes with England,’ and 
thus it has been constant struggle and tur- 
moil. It could hardly be otherwise. I have 
had the average landlord in view in making 
this statement. 


Both Sides Are Stubborn. 


“That prejudice, it would seem, cannot 
be blotted out. The landlord has stubborn- 
ly insisted that he will have nothing to co 
with the tenant, except to take his rent; 
the tenant has taken the stand that the 
landiord can go any course he pleases, and, 
as in former years, he refused to pay his 
rent. The result has been the crushing 
out of Irish industry in the congested sec- 
tions; the tenant has had no inducement to 
work his acres to their utmost; ruin and 
poverty have followed. This cannot go on 


' always. There must be a turning point. 


If the two’cannot agree, then, it is surely 
reasonable, let one take the land and the 
other take the money value for the land.”’

, “That represents the source of the ent 
rouble today,” asserted Capt. Bese 
flor.

Three Men Take 1,500,000 Words of 
Testimony Before Strike Commission. 


HREE stenographers, and sometimes 
only two, in two weeks’ time took 
down almost 900 newspaper columne 
of the proceedings of the anthracite 
strike commission. Al) told, there were 
1,500,000 words uttered during the session of 
the commissioners. 

The shorthand report of all theme proceed- 
ings, the testimony of coal operators, miners, 
railroad men, boys, and women of a dozen 
different nationalities and a score of dia- 
lects, all went into the official reports of the 
proceedings, and together with the wrangling, 
examining,.cross questioning, and arguments 
of two score or more lawyers, never leas 
than twenty-two, and the questions and 
comments of the seven members of the com- 
mission, kept the official stenographers busy 
every second of the day and far into the night. 
Yet every morning each of the commission- 
ers, lawyers, and chief witnessee were handed 
@ full and complete typewritten report of the 
proceedings of the day previous. 

The stenographers began work taking down 
notes at 10 o’clock in the morning. The first 
reporter begam by taking shorthand notes for 
thirty minutes. Then another stenogra- 
pher took a seat at the table, and as soon as 
he began taking down the proceedings the 
firet man beat a hasty retreat to a smal! 
room in the rear of the hall, where he dictated 
his notes to a typewriter operator. The sec- 
ond stenographer would take notes for forty- 
five minutes, when he would be relieved by 
the third man. By the time the third man 
had taken notes for thirty or forty minutes 
the first etenographer had finished transcrib- 
ing his notes and wae ready to come back 
to the firing line, 

During the noon hour, when the commis- 
sion and ‘the lawyers and witnesses were out 
regaling themselves at luncheon the ste- 
nographers would be wrestling with their 
pothooks and talking away briskly to the 
typewriter operators. Just before 2 they 
would take a few minutes to swallow a sand- 
wich and a.cup of milk, and then begin work 
for the afternoon. After the court had ad- 
journed at 4:30 the stenographers would find 
themselves possessed of enough material to 
keep them dictating until well on towards 
midnight. Then they would have to read the 
copy made by the typewriters, compare it 
with their, notes, and correct all errors.

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SCHOOL SYSTEM REFORM 

Dr. Jenkin Lioyd Jones puts the school bill 
igsue quite fairly. The Civic federation pre- 
pared the bill. The Teachers’ federation 
seems to object to it. When federation 
meets federation then comes argumentation. 
Both federations will no doubt present ar 
guments to thestate legislature. The Civic 
federation will, of course, want the bill 
passed. The Teachers’ federation will want 
it amended or rejected. 
It is well, therefore, to be acquainted with 
the provisions which the bill includes. If 
the bill should be passed ithe school situ- 
ation in Chicago would be, briefly, this: 
There would be a board of education ap- 
pointed by the mayor and consisting of nine 
members; thie board of education would 
elect a superintendent and a business di- 


| rector; theeuperintendent would have charge 


mainly of matters distinctively educational, 
such as teachers, text books, courses of 
study, promotional.examinations, and the 
like; the business director would have charge 
mainly of matters distinctively administra- 
tive, such as buildings, janitors, contracts, 
and the like. | we 

The main objection to the bill lies in the 
large powers which | it confers upon the 
superintendent. The teachers think that 
makes him autocratic. Checked only by the 
board of education, which has to pass upon 
many things that hedoes, he is able to con 
struct, in accordance with his own ideas, 
the pedagogical machinery in which the 
teachers will have to work, and he is also 
able by means of his own methods of ex- 
amination to put each teacher into the par- 
ticular place where he wants thet teacher 
to be. In other words, the new bill puts the 
superimtendent in a position analogous to 


that which is occupied by the working head 


of a corporation. The members.of the board 
of education find their man and then as 
long ae they are satisfied with him he wil) 
be able to go ahead work out hisown 
pions. Re 
Chicago’s echool system five years ago was 
of a kind to remind one of what an Higin 
paper once said about a fire build- 
ing. It was a “riotous juxtaposition of 
débris.” That is, while it was doing a good 
deal of valuable work, it was unorganized 
and haphazard. Also, it was choked with 
incompetent politica] appointees. Supt. 
Cooley has helped to begin to change all this. 
Nevertheless, he has only begun. He has 
yet to finish his work, The school system 
has yet to be brought to thet state of ef- 
ficiency which one find in many Chi- 
cago private firms. the private firme 
the method by which efficiency was secured 
wae strong personal executive power. The 
strong personal executive power period is 
necessary. The Teachers’ federation thinks 
that the teachers ought to have some voice 
in school management. A wise superin- 
tendent will see to it that their wishes re- 
ceive consideration. As for their being al- 
lowed, however, toexercise concurrent juris- 
diction with the superintendent, their friends 
may be pardoned if they do not see how such 
an arrangement is just now possible. 
There may come a time when employers 
and employés will their business on 
some kind of common understanding prin- 
ciple. Such a time will come as each busi- 
ness reaches the level of efficiency to which 
the present eystetn of persona] individual} 
control ean bring it. In the “school busi- 
ness that level has not been reached. Our 
crying need at present in Chicago so far 
as the schools are con¢erned is efficient or- 
ganization. To getefficient organization we 


| must have a superintendent who is not too 


much checked and thwarted either by those 
above him, the members of the boerd of 
education, or by those below him, the mem- 
bers of hie teaching. force. 


FRANCIS A. HOFFMAN. 

Francis A. Hoffman, who died last week 
at his country home in Wisconsin, was 
school teacher, t, lawyer, banker, ed- 
itor, and farmer. He was also the first Ger- 
jaan nominated for @ state office by the 
republicans of Illinois. Mr. Hoffman came 
to this country several! years hefore the ar- 
rival of the men who came af a result of the 
revolutionary movements of 1848 and 1849, 
but he was as much attached as they were 
to the cause of freedom. Like most of the 
early German settlers in this country he 
was a democrat at , but the proslavery 
attitude of that party was repulsive to him. 
The passage of the Kansas-Nebraska bill 
drove most of the Germans out of the dem- 
ocratic party, and Mr. Hoffman took a prom- 
inent part in the foundation of the repub- 
lican party in Illinois, 

When it nominated its first state ticket 
in 1856 Col. Bissell was selected as the can- 
didate for governor Mr. Hoffman was 
put on as lieutenant governor. This was a 
proper recognition of the strength of the 
German element in the party and served 
also to show that the political organi- 
gation had no taint of know-nothingism at- 
taching to it. The constitution of 1848 had 
& provision that no person should be eligible 
for the office of governor or lieutenant gov- 
ernor who had not been for fourteen years 
a citizen of the United States. The consti- 
tution of 1818 required the governor to have 
been thirty years a citizen of the United 
States. Fears were entertained that some 
naturalized citizen not tT heart an American 
might attain power and use it to the injury 
of the country. The fourteen years require- 
ment made Mr. Hoffman ineligible and his 
name was taken off the ticket. Jour years

FAMINE STRICKEN DISTRICTS. | 

‘It isa melancholy fact that in this season 
when American harvests have been abun- 
dant and food never was more plentiful and 
when the year’s stock of cereals hardly has 
heen touched, ane piteous report of famine 
follows another, Apparently there is no 
season when some part of the earth is not 
suffering and people dying of hunger. Two 
years ago southern Russia suffered from 
the failure of crops. Last year India and 
China were effiicted. Now it is northern 
Europe that is in the clutches of famine. 

‘In Finland last year’s crops were a total 
failure, and now over half a million people 
are going hungry, which means disease and 
death to thousands. The Finns are largely 
an agricultural people, and in ordinary sea- 
sons they not only raise enough for home 
consumption but have rye, bariey, and oats 
to export. Their summers, however, are 
‘short, and unless they are favorable there 
‘ig danger of am insufficient food supply. 
Last summer was unfavorable. Excessive 
rains rotted the eeed in the ground and 

There was not 
last through the 
winter, and now starvation stares in the 
face one of the most industrious peoples of 
the world. . 

Reports from northern Sweden are even 
more pitiful. The number of victims is not 
so large as in Finland, but they are more 
inaccessible. Not only are the people with- 
out food supplies but the reindeer and other 
animals upon which they rely are also in the 
same condition. Meanwhile, the sufferers 
are cut off from the rest of Sweden, and 
from al} prospect of immediate help by huge 
barriers of snow and ice. 70,000 peo- 
‘ple must face the severity of an arctic win- 
ter with ineufficient food and not even the 
promise of prompt assistance. From a 
more southerly region comes a similer appeal 
for help. The hardy Breton fishermen are 
in the pange of hunger. Not only has the 
land denied them a harvest but the sea has 
also. As if to make their wretchedness com- 
plete, the sardines, upon which they rely 
principally for the year’s earnings, have dis- 
appeared. 

Appeals for help have been made from all 
these famine stricken localities. It is prob- 
able that the French government can take 
care of its Bretons, end it has already begun 
to send assistance, but in Finland and 
Sweden the case is different. The Russian 
empire is so vast, it has so many different 
races ef people, and it embraces so many 
different climatic conditions that there hard- 
ly is a year when some portion of it ts not 
suffering from insufficient food supply. Its 
railroad mileage is too small and the famine 
districts are too remote for it to grapple 
with the famine problem. 
Sweden is essentially in the same condi- 
tion with reference to its famine area, which 


prosperous here. We are living in a region 
where, in all probability, famine never can 
come. All the more reason is it that every 
movement for helping these famine sufferers 
should be generously encouraged. ' 


WHAT SHALL THE YOUNG READ! 

The authorities are so at variance on the 
question of what the young ehould read that 
one is almost tempted to exclaim with Dr. 
Johngon: “ Whilst you stand deliberating 
which book your son shall read first, another 
boy has read both; read anything five hours 
a day and you will soon be learned.” 

It seems to be certain that the well brought 
up chiki of the future will be innocent of an 
acquaintance with Binebeard, Jack the 
Giant Killer, and other blood thirsty heroes, 
ami thet because of her impossible venture 
with a wolf even the well intentioned Red 
Riding Hood will be shunned. Of course, 
Oinderella will have to-go not only on ac- 
count of her absurd godmother but because 
her story would seem to point the mo 
that happy marriages may be made to d 
pend upon the fit of a slipper. 

_ Elven the old standard books are con- 
demned. An Englieh writer recently ex- 
pressed scorn for the nauseous stuff ” con- 
tained in that old favorite, “ Swiss Family 
Robinson,” and the fact that Dickens as- 
sumes a genial and humorous attitude

And some parents object to the sight of blood 
in literature and say that they woukd as 
soon introduce their children to the horrors 
of a real battlefield ae to permit them to 
look upon the scenes of bloodshed in the 
novels of Scott. Not only do the opinions 
of parents differ upon the eubject of good 
reading but the tastes of children, though un- 
discriminating, are equally decided, and it 
is of little use to attempt to persuade them 
to read books which, in the phrase of their 
elders, “do not appeal to them.” ‘To find 
the books that have this appeal and which 
are at the same time what Emerson calls 
“the majestic expressions of the universa! 
conscience ” is the difficult duty of parents 
who desire their children to possess that 
rarest treasure, a well trained mind.

It is easy to imagine 
that the associated charfties people are 
anxious about the teeth 6f the girls and boys 
in the various stafe institutions from 
motives of philanthropy. It mfght be sus- 
pected by the scoffers that the Dentists* 
association has visions of jobs and fat fees, 
but if we are to believe the president of that 
association it is only concerned for the 
future moral well being of the wards of the 
commonwealth. 

Put in the fewest possible words, the 
argument of the dentists is that “ poor 
tecth cause indigestion, irritability of the 
stomach causes a craving for stimulants, 
and stimulants cause crime.” Therefore, 
in order to repress crime he would have dis- 
pensaries for dental treatment, regular ex- 
amination of the teeth of public school 
pupils, a tooth brush in every family, and 
regulations prescribing its use. Of course

Every 
batch of pamphlets got out in praise of a 
patent medicine is “ literature,” so that one 
hears an agent say: ‘“‘ Well, I took down 


distributed it in thé hotels.” Nobody in 
America can observe the progress of events 
in any department of human life without 
talking about “ evolution,” though evolution 
may have nothing todo with the case. Neck 
and neck with * evolution ” comes “‘ sociol- 
ogy.” Both are definite scientific terms and 
both are used to cover fields over which they 
have no jurisdiction. “It is only the Amer- 
ican desire to call everything by the biggest 
possible name,” says our English essayist, 
“that leads him to give the name ‘ sociolo- 
gist’ to every college undergraduate who 
has shaken hands with a workingman.” 
Now all this, it cannot be denied, is far 
from being the baseless fabric of a vision. 
It is not made out of whole cloth. It calls 
attention to some facts which are not made 
of straw but, on the contrary, of adamant. 
The spread eagle American spreads himself 
as well as the eagle. Consider, however, a 
few things on the other side of the case. 
The antipathy to the use of “lady” has 
become so strong in America that from most 
of the best newspapers the word is pains- 
takingly eliminated. Similar treatment has 
been dealt out to the word “ journalist.” 
“ Journalist” is too inflated. One says 
“newspaper man.” Bven in the uni- 
versities the horror of inflation is present. 
The professors of history are likely to be 
called not historians but simply “ history 
men.” ‘“ Orations,” too, are coming down 
from their pinnacle, or their pillory, and are 
willing to be known as “ speeches.”” In med- 
icine, with all its fondness for Greek end- 
ings, the spirit of the age makes itself felt. 
A distinguished “ neurologist ”’ may easily 
overhear his contemporaries calling him a 
“nerve man.” And, despite “castor oil 
kings ” and “ baseball magnates,” one does 
not so often hear nowadays that a man is 
“ identified with the steel industry ” as that 
he is a “steel man.” Finally, the literary

The fact is, as the reader will see, that 
there are two sets of facts which anybody 
writing about the use of words in America 
might choose from. If he means to be fair 
he will have to choose from both. And if he 
means to be still fairer he will consider the 
America of fifty years ago as well as the 
America of 1908. In that case he will find 
that the real tendency has been not toward 
inflation but toward simplicity. American 
names for things are becoming less preten- 
tious every day.

| ARTISTS" MODELS IN PARIS. 


in Paris is the season for 
models. The quarters of Mont- 
martre and Montparnasse swarm with 
them. Wofhen models, who pose in the 
studies of Bouguereau, Gérdme, Rodin, 
Gervex, Gandara, Boutet de Monvel, Boldini, 
Dubois, and other prominent painters or 
sculptors, present a highly interesting fea- 
ture of Parisian life, and a woman writer, 
Mme. Marie Laparcerie, bas just completed 
some tnstructive studies of e conditions 
and struggles of a caliing by means of which 
over 8,000 women and giris in France earn 
their lUvelihood. 
Mme. Marie Laparcerie has devoted sever- 
al weeks to psychological investigations of 
women models. She has visited them at 
their homes, she has taken meals with 
them, and she has accompanied them to 
art academies and studios. With Mme. 
Laparcerie’s permission I give a summary 
of a few intimate glimpses into the true 
lives of the young women who have genu- 
ine claims to the sympathy of all lovers 
of art and who are so little understood in 
Paris and abroad. 


It was 7 o’clock on a cold, windy Decem- 
ber evening that Mme. Laparcerie entered 
a narrow dark street on the heights of Mont- 
martre. 

A little gtri with a milk can emerged from 
a doorway.

** Straight ahead; then just around the 
corner, and then the first door to your left.” 

“On the fifth floor,” says the concierge. 
There is no gas in the stairway above the 
third story,. so, ‘groping about in the dark, 
Mme. Laparcerie knocked at a door, which 
is opened by a tall girl with a soft, pleas- 
ing voice. 

“ Mile, Thérésa?’ 

“Yes, I am Mile. Thérésar what do you 
want?’ 

Mme. Laparcerie handed Mlle. Thérésa a 
few lines of introduction from a well known 
artist, and explained that she wished to 
gather some notions of the everyday exis- 
tence of Parisian models. 

“All right,” replied Mile. Thérésa, with a 
bright smile, ‘“‘but if you had come fivs 
minutes later you would not have found me.’’ 

“ You were about to go out for your 
work?” 

“ No, I wae going to my restaurant.”

Mme. Laparcerie thus narrates the subse- 
quent convergation, which, with true Paris- 
ian vivacity, gives:a graphic picture of her 
investigations.

* | arrived in Paris when 18 years old with 
a diploma from my native town in Alsace 
qualifying me to be a governess. I obtained 
an ill paid situation and saw that there was 
no future before me as a governess, and in 
three months sought for something better. 
One morning I read in a newspaper an adver- 
tisement demanding models for Greek cos- 
tumes. I went to the address indicated and 
gave up my place as governess. After four 
sittings the painter who employed me want- 
ed me to pose for the ensemble, or the nude, 
I refused to do this, and as soon as the poses 
for the Greek costumes were finished he 
paid me and sent me away. I was then on 
the streets of Paris with only a few francs 
in my pockets. I hesitated a long time before 
deciding to become a professional model for 
the ensemble, but want and hunger forced 
me to come to a rapid decision, and I sought 
the first opportunity for posing that was 
open to me.”’ 
4 " It must have been embarrassing the first 

me?” 

** Yes, indeed, it was, and I cried.’’ 

** But the artists, after all, pay scarcely any 
attention to your personality?’ 

“QO, there ig a great difference among the 
artists in this respect. Some of them regard 
us merely as if we were plaster or canvas. 
Others pay us compliments and are alto- 
gether too amiable. But, take the Paris 
artists altogether, and especially the Ameri- 
can artists, they treat us nicely, and yet 
respectfully, and you cannot realize how 
greatly we appreciate this. On the other 
hand, there are a few painters that never 
can say a word without insulting us.” 

* When you pose for the ensemble do you 
always feel embarrassed?’ 

“OO, no! After a little experience one be- 
gins to think that posing on the raised dais 
is absolutely impersonal even before thirty 
or forty students, and one takes pride in the 
lines and beauty of the modeling.’ 

It should here be explained that Mlle. 
Thérésa is one of the most sought for models 
in Paris. She poses to Bouguereau, at the 
best known academies, such as Julien’s, Cor- 
mon’s, Jules Lefebvre's, and GérOme’s. Her 
figure—lithe,’ slender, and classic—is repro- 
duced in the form of nymphs, afgels, or vir- 
gins in many a picture now hanging in the 
rooms of prominent dealers in New York. 

* It must be fatiguing, is it not?’’ 

“That depends upon the pose. I posed, 
for instance, the other day for a Salomé. I 


the muscular tension of the torso, and throw 
my head back as far as possible. The painter 
kept me posing for four hours each day in this 
position. Of course, there were brief rests— 
ten minutes repose for forty minutes’ work— 
but, nevertheless, twice I fainted away from 
pure exhaustion. Then, again, sometimes 
the poor devil of a painter or sculptor cannot 
afford to pay us cash, has not money enough 
to buy coal to keep his studio Warm. Con- 
sequentiy we have to pose nude and shiver- 
ing in the cold, and catch awful colds. 

“Tell me something about the different 
artists for whom you have posed?’’ 

“Well, I have often posed to Rodin, al- 
though I am not exactly his type. Rodin 
prefers vigorous, muscular models, with 
salient whipcord sinews. Rodin is always 
good hearted. He pays generously and often 
gives.us biscuits and coffee or wine, Jules 
Lefebvre is a favorite with the models, be- 
cause he requires only short poses and he is 
always civil—only one must be extremely 
punctual with Lefebvre, or else he will never 
Bouguereau is grave, 
stern, and severe. He is generous, but one 
must never laugh and talk in his studio, and 
his wife often peeps in to see what is going 
on. De La Gandara Is always bright and 
affable with his models. So is Gervex, to 
whom I have posed on various occasions 
during the last ten years. It is a good rec- 
ommendation to have. worked with Gervex, 
because he has the reputation of being ex- 
acting in the choice of his models. Boulanger 
is strict and severe. Booldini is a perfect 
terror—he flies into a passion at the slightest 
fault, and insults you frightfully. But J] 
have no time to talk longer, because I am 
now due at my lesson.” 

What lesson?’ 

“Why, my lesson in painting. You see, 
in the evening I take lessons in commercial 
painting—screens, fans, bonbon covers, 
ladies’ bags, etc., and with this I hope soon 
to earn as much as I do with posing.

Otis Estate to Build. ~~ 

An interesting. event of the week was the 
definite announcement of the purpose of the 
Joseph E. and George L. Otis estates in con- 
junction with the Chicago Savings bank to 
erect an eighteen story building at the south- 
west corner of State and Madison streets. 
The biilding, which will be called the Chi-. 
cago Savings Bank. building, will cost from 
$500,000 to $750,000. Owing to existing leases, 
however, the work: of construction will not. 
begin until May 1, 1904. 

The building will have a frontage of forty- 
eight feet on State ,street and will extend 
back 120 feet on Madison street to an alley, 
and will cover the ground embraced in the 
two Otis leases. According to present plans 
the exterior finish of the first two stories will 
be of granite and above that white glazed 
brick. The bank will occupy the entire 
second floor, the first floor being devoted to 
store space, while the space abeve the bank 
will be devoted to offices. 

The ground to be covered by the — 
building, which is school fund property, is 
generally regarded as being the most valuable

LINE AROUND PITTSBURG 


TO CARRY THROUGH FREIGHT. 


Pennsylvania Company to Build Cutoff | 
to Relieve Its Crowded Terminals— 


Extension of the Vandalia Line. 


Arrangements have been completed by the 
Pennsylvania for the reconstruction of its 


lines, which will enable it to take freight 
around Pittsburg’s crowded terminals and 
relieve the entire New York-Chicago route 
between Altoona on the east and the Ohio 


State line on the west. 


Work is to be commenced as soon as the 
frost gets out of the ground, on the sixty 


mile cutoff. The charter was granted at 


Harrisburg, Pa., last Monday to the West- 
ern Pennsylvania railroad to construct and 
operate a new line from Enon, Pa., on the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago, to Red 


Bank, the western terminus of the Low 


Grade division of the Allegheny Valley rail- 
road. This new link will connect the Fort 
Wayne road with the Philadelphia and Erie 


at Driftwood, now a part of the ‘Pennsyil- 


vania system, giving practically a new route 


east and west. 


The new Western Pennsylvania has an in- 
corporated capital of $600,000, and its di- 
rectors are all officers of lines in the Penn- 


tylvania system. 


The new line will be ‘ river grade road 
but costly, $6,000,000 being estimated for the 


construction, or $100,000 A mile, 
Will Join Protective Bureau. 


The Transcontinental Passenger associa- 
tion has decided to become a member of 
the proposed national protective bureau to 
safeguard the roads against the iNegal and 
fraudulent practices of ticket scalpers and 
others through the manipulation and altera- 
tion of the various forms of transportation. 
The Transcontinental was the only passen- 
ger association in the country that had not

Donald of the Central Passenger associa- 


tion, who was the originator of the plan, 

will call a meeting at an early day to pro- 

vide for the organization of the new bureau. 
Wabash Buys a Little Road. 

The Wabash bought the 
Covington railr

be. It has been operated by the Wabash for 
several years. Recently the Wabash secured 
a judgment against the line for $151,000, and 
last Thursday the road was sold under that 
judgment, the Wabash buying it in at sher- 
iff’s sale. This givee the Wabash a clear 


title, and the work of putting the road into 


first class condition will begin at once. 


Extension of the Vandelia. 


Construction is soon to be commenced on 
an extension of the Vandalia line from But- 
ler, Ind., to Toledo. By building sixty miles 
of new road the Vandalia, and incidentally 
the Pennsylvania, which controls that road, 
will have an excellent St. Louis line. Itis 
learned that the new line is to be completed 
for - opening of the St. Louis exposition 
in 1904. In the spring the line will be built 
to connect with the Detroit Southern, which 
will give the road a connection with Detroit, 

Plans have been completed for the recon- 
struction of the Santa Fé’s old California 
and Nevada line, which extends between 
Point Richmond and Emeryville. An en- 
‘tirely new track will be laid, the narrow 
gauge being replaced by standard gauge. 
Curves will be eliminated and grades re- 
duced. This improvement will be in con- 
nection with the Santa Fé’s projected new 
line to Oklahoma.

BUTTER PRICES 100 HIG, 


WHOLESALER CHARGES ‘RETAIL- 
ERS WITH “HOLDUP” METHODS. 


Declares They Are Not Satisfied with 


Ordinary Profit and Keep Consump- 
tion Down by Excessive Charges— 
Eggs Situation Just as Bad—Thinks 
Some Understanding or Agreement 
Exists, as Bulk Rates Have Fallen— 
Big Stocks in South Water Street. 


Although people in Chicago are paying the 
same high prices for butter and eggs that 
have prevailed during the last t y days or 
more, the wholesale prices of those commodi- 
ties have been decreasing steadily. As @ re- 


sult the consumer is protesting against the. 


exorbitant prices he has to pay, and the 
wholesalers are denouncing the retailers for 
limiting the consumption by their efforts 
obtain more than a fair profit. 

Circumstances point to a combine, or at 
least an understanding, it is charged, in the 
matter of prices among the retailers of 
Chicago. 

“ Butter and eggs today are more plentiful 
in Chicago than they were a year ago, and 
yet at that time there was not the complaint 
against the high price that there is today,” 
said Thomas E. Purcell, president of the 
Chicago butter and egg board. “ Today’s 
wholesale price for the best butter is only 
24 cents, but I doubt if there is a grocer in 
Chicago who is selling that butter under 35 


cents. Good roll butter, which is the prod- 


uct of the farms and small dairies, is selling 
at 16% cents and 1744 cents wholesale, but the 
retailers are asking 25 cents a pound for it. 
Process butter, which is quoted at 20 cents, 
is selling in the retail groceries for 28 cents 


and 80 cents a pound. 


Egg Prices Just as Bad. 

“Tea same state of affairs exists in the 
egg market. Cold storage eggs, which are 
worth 17 cents to 17% cents at wholesale, are 
selling for 30 cents at retail, while for the 
finest fancy fresh eggs, which the retailer 
can buy in unlimited quantities at 28 cents, 
the consumer is asked from 32 cents to 34 
cents. 

Where the retailer purchases in small 
lots he may be forced to pay from ¥% to 1 
cent more a pound for butter and a dozen 


for eggs, but even this added to the 8 or 4 


cents profit he is entitled to should still leave 
the retail prices about 5 cents lower all 


around than they are at present. 


Big Stocks in South Water Street. 
*“ Prices such as are now being charged by 


the retailers are almost prohibitory, and 


have served to check the consumption toa 


degree that is disastrous to the wholesaler. 
South Water street today is simply loaded 
with butter and eggs, but the retailers, by 


holding up the prices, are keeping the con- 


sumers from buying. It is evident that every 
one is being injured by the arrangement. The 
retailers do not seem able to see that a 
reduction in price would increase the de- 
mand and that in the end unlimited sales 
with small margins are more profitable than 
small sales and large margins. 


‘Another thing that is working a hard- 


ship on the consumer and toa certain extent 


on the retailer is a shrewd trick of the Elgin 


butter producers. Many years ago the Elgin 
butter district producéd the best butter in 


the world and the output was in great de- 


mand, 


* At that time the Elgin butter board 
was formed, and is still in existence. It 


meets weekly and establishes the price of 
butter for the ensuing seven days. On ac- 
count of the superiority of the product the 
price generally is about 3 cents above that 
charged for any other butter and no dealer 
ever hesitated about paying it. 


Says “Elgin” Costs 3 Cents. 
“Although there is other butter in the 


Chicago market today which is in every re- 
spect equal to the Elgin goods, the retailers, 
@s well as the public, refuse to believe it. 
This popular superstition allows the Elgin 
butter board to continue to keep the price of 
Elgin butter a few cents above the market 
price. 


* Dealers from Elgin come to Chicago, buy 


a good grade of butter for 24 cents, ship it 
to their dairies in Elgin, and in two or three 
days it is reshipped to the Chicago retailer, 
who pa 
ines it is a little better than any other. The 
consumer simply pays 3 cents a pounds for 
the Elgin mark in this case.

VETERAN OF TWO WARS DIES. 


Col. Charles C. Gilbert, U. 8. A., Passes 


Away at Baltimore and Is 
Buried at Louisville. 


Col. Charles C. Gilbert of the United States 


army, retired, died at Baltimore of pneu- 


monia on Jan. 17, and was buried at Louis- 


ville last Thursday. 


Col. Gilbert was born in Zanesville, O., in 
1822, and was graduated from the Military 
academy in 1846. He served in the Mexican 
war, at Vera Cruz, and at the occupation of 
the Mexican capital. He was an assistant 
professor at West Point from 1855 to 1861. 


In 1850 he was promoted to first lieutenant, 


and became captain in 1855. 
In the civil war Col. Gilbert was wounded 


at Wilson's creek in 1861, and was then ap- 


pointed inspector general of the department 
of the Cumberland and of the army of the 
Ohio in the field. He was brevetted major 
for action at Shfloh, April 7, 1862, and lieu- 
tenant colonel for the battle of Richmond, 
Ky., and was made brigadier general of 
volunteers Sept. 9, 1862, for gallant conduct 
at Springfield, Mo., and Pittsburg Landing, 
Tenn. He was brevetted colonel for the bat- 
tle of Perryville, Ky., where he served as 
major general in command of the Third Pro- 


visional corps, army of the Ohio. He next 
commanded the Tenth division, army of the 
Ohio, and on July 2, 1862, was commissioned 


major of the Nineteenth infantry. 

In the winter of 1879-’80 he was in com- 
mand of the Ute expedition in the White 
river country, Utah, and in 1881 he was 
promoted colonel of the Seventeenth infan- 
try. He was retired March 1, 1886, by oper- 
ation of law on account of age.

LETTER OWNING TO MURDER 


RECEIVED BY THE POLICE. 


In Communication Written Before Mrs. 


‘Wright’s Death William F. Lewis 
Tells of His Jealousy. 


While William F. Lewis is at the county 
jail hospital at the point of death, his letter 
accusing himself of murder is in the hands 
of the police. The letter, received at the 
Fiftieth street station yesterday morning, 


clears away any doubt that remained why 
he killed his housekeeper, Mrs. Stella Wright. 


As the police assumed from the first, Lewis 
was insanely jeaious. The letter also reveals 
that his determination to commit suicide, 
which he almost carried out after his ar- 


rest, was formed before he made the mur- 
derous attack on Mrs. Wright. 


The letter, written before Mrs. Wright was 
beaten to death with a hatchet, was as fol- 


lows: 


Chicago, Jan. 23, 1903.—To the Police: I am the 
man they are looking for—the murderer of Stella 
Wright at 4429 State street. My ful) name is 
William Franklin Lewis, and when you get this 


note this will explain all and no blame on any 
one else. 


The cause of this is a grave afare, and I told 


her if she jilted me I would kill her, and so I kept 


my word. But when you get this I will be the 


same as she is. Yours respectfully,

At the coroner’s inquest yesterday Detec- 


tive Carroll told of the confession made by 
Lewis after his capture when attempting to 
enter the home of his sister, Mrs. Elizabeth 


Haake, 4653 State street. He said Lewis ad- 


mitted that he had killed the woman, adding 
as an explanation: 


‘‘T loved her, and when she wanted to 


leave I killed her. Wasn't that reason 
enough? It was love that did it.” 


Shortly after making this confession Lewis 


drew a razor from his coat sleeve and slashed 
his throat a number of times. He was taken 
to the Provident hospital, where it was said 
the injuries probably wwould cause death. 
Yesterday morning it was decided to remove 
him to the County Jail hospital. 


The coroner’s jury held Lewis to the grand 


jury, and if he recovers he will be given an 
early trial. 


At the inquest William Wright, husband 


of the murdered woman, denied that his 
wife was planning to return to him, and said 
that Lewis’ action could not have been 
prompted by such a fear. 


Mrs. John A. Oleson, mother of Mrs, 


Wright, created a scene by accusing Ruby 
‘Lewis, the 12 year old daughter of the 
slayer, of knowing that her father intended 
to kill Mrs. Wright. The child denied this,

Then the church was closed and the min-

New Disease from Fur 


Tell Your Wife of Sableorus Martenus 
Furibus if She Wants a Sealskin. 


T will doubtless pe a surprise to the fol- 


lowers of the fashionable furore for furs 
to learn that there is a new disease called 
sableorus martenus furibus, which would 
itch as much by any other name. — 

The disease is a respecter of persons in 
that it does not attack owners of $10,000 
sable cloaks or $4,000 broadtails coats, such 
as some Chicago society women have in- 
duiged in this winter on account of the high 
price of coal. On the contrary, its depreda- 
tions seem to be for the most part upon hand- 
lers of the cheaper grades of dyed furs, who 
try them on in exhibiting them to customers, 
although it sometimes attacks purchasers of 
a certain variety. 

In talking with the forewoman in this de- 
partment of a department store who has been 
under the care of a physician for several] 
days for a severe attack of the malady she 
advanced a theory for one cause for the 
disease. -Showing long boas of the sable 
marten profusely trimmed with the manu- 
factured tails so modish this winter, she 
explained that these tails, instead of having 
the edges sewed together, as was formerly 
the custom before so many were used, are 
merely pressed into shape and the cavity 
filled with a powder resembling the ordinary 
insect powder. This may contain the irri- 
tant poison which causes the trouble, or it 
may lurk in some dye used for the sable 
marten fur. 

Be this as it may, those who try on the furs 
get it is the neck. When an abrasion occurs. 
as it frequently does from the frayed edge of 
a collar, a redness appears, which might be 
called a fur rash spreading over the face 
and contiguous parts, resembling in some 
particulars the more common skin diseases. 

The well known physician to whom this 
woman took her case refused to do anything 
for her unless she would immediately leave 
the department. Another saleswoman in the 
same department has suffered for some 
months from the same cause, and models 
in the other large department stores have 
had the same trouble. A customer returned 
a set of this fur, threatening to sue the 
firm unless restitution should be made. 

This new fur disease is due to an irritant 
poison. Simple treatment, as rest from the 
exciting cause, cool water applied on com- 
presses, anointin¢e with unauentine or some 
pure cold cream, and applying absorbent cot- 
ton will usually afford relief. In the severer 
forms the strictest antiseptic precautions 
are necessary. 

The tmportance of making a correct diag- 
nosis in all cases of skin diseases cannot be 
overestimated.

In those countries where governmental 
or monarchical subsidy is to be had the 
artistic may be regarded as of first imbor- 
tance, but here the number of dollars received 
at the box office must of necessity regulate 
the musical conditions. It is therefore with 
satisfaction that the statement of the man- 
agement of the Castle Square company is 
received, for in the past prosperity has with 
this organization meant artistic improve- 
ment during the following season, and there 
is no reason to believe that Mr. Savage, who 
is the head of the management, will weaken 
in his determination to give us first class 
ensemble performances of grand opera. 
The prices at the Studebaker were ad- 
vanced somewhat this season, being brought 
up to regular theater prices, and it was a 
question as to how the Castle Square cli- 
entele would accept this increase. The at- 
tendance has been in nowise diminished by 


. the change, and Mr. Savage has been able 


to make some of the improvements in the 

organization which he had determined upon 

if the public continued faithful in its sup- 

port.

ds Virtually certain. The management's ex- 
pressed desire now is to give opera at rea- 
sonabie—i. e., regular—prices, and in this 
fact is contained the confession of a slight 
but important change in the character of the 
organization and its purposes. . * 
,. When the Castle Square company was first 
formed “opera at cheap prices was the 
cry, and emphasis was laid on the “ cheap.”’ 
Now the company has taken its place among 
the regular established amusement factors 
of the country, and has proved its right to 
regular prices. The change was inevitable 
and is in nowise to be regretted. Grand 
opera cannot be given satisfactorily on a 
cheap basis—that it can on a “‘ reasonable ”’ 
one is believed. 

The public accepted the performances Mr. 
Savage's organization offered during the 
early years of its existence because the 
undertaking was new, and also because the 
public itself was not particularly well in- 
f-rmed on the opera question. Improved 
taste and increased understanding have 
come. however, with the years of hearing 
the Castile Square has made possible, and 
mot only the company itself but also the 
public now demands better performances 
if the undertaking is to thrive. 

The *“‘ cheap "’ opera days have paseed, and 
the management must be ready to give an 
tntertainment able to compete in attractive- 
Sees with those offered by the companies ap- 
Dearing at the regular priced theaters. That

lieved, and now that he has brought his 
company from the “cheap” to the “.rea- 
sonable’ point it will be interesting to see 
what he will do. 

The present stay of the company has been 
profitable also, inasmuch as it served to re- 
veal the weaknesses as well as the strong 
points of the company. Nine operas have 
been performed during the eight weeks— 
**Faust,’’ Tosca,’’ Carmen,” “ Lily of 
Killarney,” Trovatore,”” ‘‘ Mikado,” 
** Bohemian Girl,” *‘ Martha,’’ and ‘‘ Lohen- 
grin.”” Of these the most satisfactory given 
have been the more ambitious ones—‘’ Tos- 
ca.”’ Lohengrin,”’ and Faust.”’ 

The importance of the work in hand 
seemed to impress itself on the singers, and 
they did their best. ‘‘ Tosca ’’ was presented 
in truly admirable fashion, every factor 
working together toward a performance of 
real worth and excellence, and ‘* Lohengrin ’’ 
last week was not without its points of de- 
cide@ merit. It has been in the older and 
more familiar operas that the company has 
Gone its poorest work. ; 

That the singers felt that the music was 
“easy,”’ and therefore they need not exert 
themselves, undoubtedly had considerable to 
do with the general unevenness noted in 
certain of the performances heard, but the 
chief reason is to be found in the fact that 
these “ " operas are in truth much more 
dificult to sing satisfactorily than are the 
“hard”"’ ones. A natural voice and a cer-

Boyle is from an ideal basso, and it 
would seem that this portion of the company 
might be strengthened and improved. 

Could Mr. Savage but discover and secure 
two contraltos, a bass, a tenor, and possibly 
a light soprano who would be the equai of 
the satisfactory singers he now has, the im- 
provement in the performances offered by 
his company would be marked. The finding 
of such is not easy fn this tine of abundant 
incompetent singers and marvelously few 
competent ones, but Mr. Savage has accom- 
ig much and perhaps he can accomplish 

s. 

Another manner in which it is believed the 
work of the company could be bettered is 
abandoning the plan of confining the reper- 
tory to one opera a week. By giving a mixed 
repertory, such as is used at the Metropolitan 
in New York and at the opera houses of 
Europe, it would geem that not only could 
the public interest in the work of.the com- 
pany be increased but the work of the com- 
pany could be tmproved.

Meetings are held every other Thursday in 
‘the drawing room of some member. The 
iplaces of meeting are chosen by the com- 
‘mittee of arrangements, as well as the as- 
| signing of speakers for each occasion. This 
‘committee seems to be somewhat dictatorial, 
\for no excuses of delinquency are accepted. 
‘Each is called upon in turn both

The meeting held regularly twice a month 
ifs called the literary meeting, but there 
sare other intermediate meetings of purely 
/@ social nature, and any member may enter-

The prevailing belief in European countries 
was that vampires were the ghosts of sui-. 
cides or others who had died violent deaths 
and were forced by the devil to leave their 
graves at night and feed on the blood of 
men and women; and any who died at the 
hands of these dreadful creatures also be- 
came vampires.

Have a “Show-Up” Every Night. 
“There is what we call a ‘show up’ every

night and the men under arrest are brought 
out and stood in front.of the policemen for

arrest or not, the policemen there have all 
become acquainted with him and now know 
him for a criminal, so that the next time he 
is. wanted he is quite liable to be arrested the 
moment he shows his head.

Sp Why Should Chicago People Worry 
Over Price af Coal? 


HICAGO can defy the coal barons so 
long as Lake Michigan is full of the 
stuff that the health department calls 
“usable.” That is the opinion of a 
Pennsylvania inventor who- says he 

nas discovered a way to use water as fuel. 
John A. Montgomery of Williamsport, Pa., 
the man who makes the announcement, isn't 
a erenk, but has invented many successful 
machines, and was a warm personal friend of 
Prof. Morse,- who invented the telegraph. 
Mr. Montgomery’s own inventions that have 
proved practical number about thirty, among 
them being the machine generally used for 
sticking pins in papers, a railroad chair, 
from which certain companies have realized 
‘ millions, and a telegraph switch, which he 
presented to Prof. Morse. 

Thirty-five years ago, when a student of 
chemistry, Mr. Montgomery learned that 
perfect heat is derived from the combustion 
of one part of oxygen with two parts of 
hydrogen. Then he recalled that water is 
composed ly of those two substances 
im the above proportion. Why, then, should 
= not be made to burn? he asked him- 
se 

For thirty-five years he has been trying, 
off and on, to construct a simple and prac-, 
tical apparatus for separating those two 
component elements in water and condensing 
them ip the form of combustible gas, and now 
he says he has succeeded. More than that, 
he has demonstrated the feasibility of his 
invention to a number of friends. 

Haying invited a friend to his home the 
other’ evening, Mr. Montgomery led him to 
thé sitting room. In the room was a single 
heating stove.. There was no fire in it, but 
ffistead a metal tube curled out from under 
the grate and protruded as high as the stove, 
terminating in a funnel. | 

Drawing a pailful of water from the kitchen 
hydrant, the inventor began to pour it by the 
dipperful into the funnel. A white blaze shot 
up fromthe grate, producing intense heat. 
The water burned perfectly. 

“ This is what may be done in any stove 
when miy invention is patented,’ observed 
Mr. Montgomery. He said he would take 
great pains to prevent infringement on the 
patent, which he is about to apply for, be- 
fore putting the machine on sale. He re- 
alizes that only the device is patentable. and 
not the principle, and for that reason fears 
that he may not get the protection from the 

vernment that his long labor and study 

title him to. 

_Recently Mr. Montgomery has been ex- 
perimenting with dust from the great culm 
banks of the anthracite region, and declares 
that, if the government will protect him. he 
will demonstrate that more heat can be ob- 
tained from a ton of culm than from a ton 
of ..chestnut coal. There are hundreds of 
thousands of tons of this dust near the break- 
ers, and it is now.of no use to any one.

“His first 
one was a picture of William the Silent re- 
jecting the decree of the king of Spain, but 
it was unsuccessful. He soon abandoned 
this style for the _e* hémely but sympa- 
thetic subjects and treatment which have 
endeared him to the Holland folk. They 
incline to a sentimental, even melancholy, 
cast; poetic fancies tinged with sadness and 
bereavement. One of his most popular pic- 
tures is called Shipwrécked,”": of which 
the castaway fisherman’s boat is the least 
significant feature. The real shipwreck is 
depicted by the burden which two fisher- 
men are carrying. It is the body of their 
drowned comrade andi is accompanied by 
the widow leading her two fatherless chil- 
dren by the hand. The heavy laden sky 
still showing signs ofthe tvampest. that 
caused the calamity and the grayness of 
the sea convey a general air of gloom in tone 
with the mourning that the event: has, 
brought. But this oa ergy in nature and 
in life is by no means found in all his works. 

In quite a contrary mood he paints child- 
hood playing on the shore on a bright morn- 
ing with the calm water softly lapping the 
strand. He has some of Millet’s power and 
skill in making a tragedy out of the labor 
of peasants and other poor which may not 
after all to them be particularly tragic. The 
gentie melancholy of his titles aids the im- 
pression by appealing) quite as much as do 
the pictures themselves to the commisera- 
tion of the spectators. His interiors are 
famous for his handling of the light in dark- 
ish rooms, Rembrandt fashion. Sick moth-

“This reduction of the full stream of 
choral laughter of a past age to a meager 
fillet may readily be supposed to be due 
altogether to a growing refinement of man- 
sere in all classes. Leaders of the ‘ high 
goelety’ tell us, as we have seen, that loud 
jfaughter is prohibited by its code of pro- 
es.. The middie class, in which the 
imita tion ef social superiors grows into a 
gidmn ‘cite,’ has naturally adopted this 
Wea from the upper class; and the classes 
helow may be disposed on public occasions 
t@ consider Mother Grundy so far as ‘to 
arb the forward spirit of fun. Still, the 
fecline seems to be much more than any 
guch artificial restraint would account for.

No Time for Laughter. 


» The restrained laughter is one thing and 


the utter absence of it is another. The lat- 
ter failing is growing from the intense men- 
tal and nervous strain under which the man 
@ today is working. There is no time for 
laughter: every effort of mind and body is 
attop tension to gain every advantage pos- 
gbie in the combat for supremacy in the 
world of trade. It is evident everywhere 
and ever at high pitch. These victims of 
the modern creed of haste cannot relax. 
The time for mirth’ and laughter is given 
over to sleep and rest. The waking hours 
fannot be dissociated from the worry and 
tell of the busy world. This condition the 
mientist explains by saying: 

“The seriousness of today, which looks as 
fit had come to pay a lung visit, may be 
found to have its roots in the great pushful-

As a result of the observations made, the 
nonlaughing classes can be easily separated 
into two distinct groups, those who cannot 
laugh because of other habits predominating 
and those who are always and forever cul- 
tivating the art of repression. 


Habit Sometimes Acquired. 

The one who Is repressing his mirth through 
his devotion to a fad is the one who Is doing 
the most harm. Like all acquired habits, 
once fixed it is almost impossible to cast off. 
The repressionist comes in time to lose his 
faculty for laughter as thoroughly as the 
other, and when the occasion arises for him to 

try to give vent to a bit of real mirth he 

finds the faculty is lost. The result is a dis- 
= result and tuneless imitation of the gen- 


The laugh with a touch of venom in it is 
pointed out as the best evidence of the wrong 
that ig growing up. A cynical laugh is nota 
true laugh and is condemned along with the 
utter absence of it. 

A strong plea is made for the return of the 
free shout and unrestrained laughter that 
carries with it health and good feeling in the 
one who laughs and the one who hears the

Value as an Aid to Health. 

The value of the laugh from a standpoint 
of health is unquestioned, and from a moral 
view it is also a powerful stimulant. The 
advocate of laughter on that point says:

‘Sometimes even the rotary- plow’ has been known to be 
caught in a sjow*blockade, One instance recently arose 
Wyoming, engineer who had a rotary on ahead, and who 
was making good progress during a flerce snow storm, was 
compelled to run bagk a few miles for water. Instead of 
taking the rotary with him, he uncoupled and ran his engine 
back, and in the meantime the snow gathered so fast over 
the tracks that he wags unable to fight his way back to the 
plow. Such instances are rare, however, and are only owing 
to the oversight of some trainman, for a rotary fsnow plow, 
with sufficient power behind it, can eat its y through 
almost anything in the shape of drifts. It is a difficult 
matter, however, to cut a way through a drift on a curve, 
especially with the kind of plow known as the screw plow. 
This plow literally bores its way through the snow drifts by 
means of a long screwlike appliance ahead of the engine. Ata 
curve it will sometimes continue to bore straight ahead and 
thus ditch the engine. 
| | 
Sometimes Stalled for Days. 
In spite of the great improvement in the facilities for 


snow fighting, blockades are still of frequent occurrence in 
the west, and they are not always amusing matters. It is 


nothing for a train to be caught between towns in Colorado 


or Wyoming and stalled for hours, and perhaps days.

These are instances, 
As a rule 
the railroads take every precaution and do not relax ther 
vigilance and put their snow plows out of commission until 
all danger of a heavy snowfall is over. 

The railroads that penetrate the Rocky mountains spend 
hundreds of thousands of dollars annually in fighting show. 
Special crews are kept for this work, and special engines ape 
held in reserve to put behind the snow plows. Before the day 
of the rotary, the man with the shovel had to be called upon 
The Union Pacific, in the early days, kept thousands of 
laborers upon its pay roll simply as snow shovelers. The 
snow sheds erected py this road alone have cost an immens 
fortune. ‘The windy stretches of Wyoming and other westem 
states are guarded by “wind breaks” consisting of fences 
placed at the most exposed points. These fences look ike 
small barriers against such a mighty foe as the snow king, 
but they do an immense amount of good, even a small o} 
struction, in many instances, serving to avert a blockade. If 
may be that the next generation will witness a great im 
provement in snow fighting, but veteran railroad men a% 
skeptical. They have seen the snow fighting brigade nab 
rowed down from the men with the shovels to the singt 
rotary plow, with the odds all in favor of the rotary, and t#

INCE the world began the severest test of 
breeding has been table manners. There is 
a correct way of doing everything. no matter 
how trivial, even to helping one’s self to salt or 
butter. 

If the hints which follow seem to deal with 
the smallest details of table etiquette, it must 
be remembered—although it is a trite remark— 
that it is little things which make up the sum of existence. 

If the function—breakfast, luncheon, or dinner—is one of 
ceremony and gloves are worn to the table. they are re- 
moved as soon as one is seated and laid in the lap. The habit 
of tucking them in the sleeves, at the wrists, is most inelegant. 
The napkin is unfolded to half its amplitude and laid across 
the lap. Gentlemen do not tuck their napkins in their waist- 
coats, no matter how convenient they may find such an ar- 
rangement. Nor isthe napkin used as if it were a big cloth, 
one end is all-sufficient for touching the lips. The napkins, at 
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for woman's endeavor. It looks fine, as it lies 
along the fair neck of the pretty owner, but, O, 
the labor involved in keeping it in curl. 

What expenditure of time, of patience, what 
tear wringing and tear bringing operations are 
brought into play all for the sake of the little 
dangling curl. 

There are curls and curls. And there are curls that can 
be bought, fastened upon a hairpin, ready to be stuck into the 
side of the coiffure. These adjustable curls, as they may be 
called, are easily purchased, and a perfect “match” can be 
obtained. But the worry of them is considerable. You never 
know just where your curl is going to be; and now it is upon 
your neck and now it Is upon the r. That is the trouble 
with the adjustable curl, and the woman who wears it will 
bring down nervous prostration upon herself, unless, along 
with the curl, she buys the secret of sticking it into her 
colffure so that it cannot be parted from the head unless she 
is scalped. 

The secret of making the hair curl, so that it may be said 
to curl * naturally,”’ is locked in the mysterious knowledge of 
a few haifdressers. There is in Paris one, Marcelle, who can 
wave your hair so that it will stay waved a month; he can 
curl it so that it will stay curled an equal length of time; 
and, as for the little forehead bang, he can give it a twist 
which will keep it ‘in’ for a whole week, which is consid- 
erable for a forehead curl, which lies on the moist skin and 
is subject to the weather. 


No Difference in the Morning. | 


The hair can be done up in kids and slept in. But the 
trouble is that there is no difference in the morning. The hair 
is slightly kinky, but that is all. After being up all night it 
should be nicely curled in curls that will stay in at least 
twenty-four hours. Whereas in the morning the curls are 
spiritless to begin with, and gradually, as the day grows old, 
the? become more and more dispirited until there is no virtue 
or beauty in them whatsoever, 

Now the'French, from whom one borrows so many ideas 
on beauty culture, have a way of keeping the hair in curl. 
They have one specific in particular which not only makes the 
hair curly but actually keeps it in curl indefinitely. A French 
hairdresser, in possession of this secret, will treat your hair, 
curling ag it dries, and will do the work so thoroughly that 
you come out of the operation with hair that is “ naturally 
curly.”" And what is more, it will stay in curl several months. 
You cannot shampoo it out, and, at the end of three months, it 
will be nearly as tight as it was at first. 

The formula used is that which is employed upon skins to 
make them curl; and it contains quicksilver and aqua fortis 
and water. It will remove the skin from the scalp if allowed 
to touch it, and it is highly injurious to the hair. But it is 
used sometimes to give the permanent curl, and, perhaps, 
used seldom, it does no great harm. But let not the amateur 
tamper with it.

But the girl Who wants to keep her hair in curl must have 


something which is harmless in its nature. And for this there 


are various curling fluids indorsed by those who have tried — 


them. One of these is quinine and water, a good tonic by the 
way, for the hair. 

For coarse hair there i# a curling treatment which might 
be tried by the one who desires ringlets. This is particularly 
good for the hair that les upon pe forehead. Take of 
glycerine half an ounce and, after the hair has been sham- 
pooed, moisten the front locks and do them up. They will be a 


little stiff, but lie upon the forehead nicely. . 
Soft Temple Curl. 


If soft curls are desired, little ringlets which cover the tem- 
ples, it is better to use only water, Let the hair be well 
washed and dried. Then wet the lock well with water and 
shake it out. Shake until half dry and put up in kid rollers 
in such a way that the hairs are all exposed to the air. Then 
dry, take down, and a nice set of little ringlets will be 
found. 

The secret of curling the hair on the kid, or other curler, 
is to let it remain up until every particle of moisture is gone. 
Hair will often appear to be perfectly dry when it in reality

contains quite a little dampness; and it is taken down too 
soon, with the result that it immediately loses its curl. 

A young woman who is prominent in society is afflicted 
with perfectly straight hair; and not only is it straight but it 
is wiry and of a coarse, heavy texture. In addition to this her 
forehead is high, and she has the look of an Indian, without 
the strong attractive features of the race. This young woman 
has a hairdresser who treats her hair in such a manner that 
it curls and stays curled. The hair is, of course, kept well 
washed, for you can do nothing with oily hair. Just before 


the curling it is slightly moistened with spirits of cologne 


nicely scented with rose. The hair is now put into kids. The 
kids are pinched with hot irons and are left in the hair several 
hours. The hair is then shaken out and fanned—not combed 
out, and, at the end of an hour or so, is ready for the comb. 
It stays curled three days. 

When time is scarce the hair can be curled by moistening 
it with aledhol, using a few drops. It is then put into curlers 
that are not too hot. Hot curlers burn the hair and do not 
persuade it like those that are half warm. Hach cur! is held 
in the iron for one whole minute by the clock, and is then re- 
leased but not combed out. 


Long, Floating Curl. 


There is another treatment for the back hair, when one 
desires the long, floating curl. This is put up at night, dry. in 
the kids and is prepared by running it through the fingers sev- 
eral times and then rolling it around the kids round and roun 
until the hair Hes like a big round ball in the kid. It is not 
comfortable to sleep upon, but it certainly acts as a great 
curling agency, for, in the morning, there is the most natural 
curl. 
Hair that positively will not curl can be wet with soapy 
water and put into irons or tins. The hair can then be 
squeezed with a hot tongs. The result will be a wiry curl that 
will stay in all day and all the evening. . 

The old fashioned pressing of the hair with a hot iron care- 
fully employed was not bad. Butit required an assistant and 
it was apt to result in a burned scalp. But, with a careful 
maid to help there is no better way than this. 

The philosophy of the hot iron, as applied to the curling of 
the locks, is that the heat drives out all moisture and, as the 
moisture goes, the hair becomes pliable and easy to influence. 

In doing up the hair remember that the main point is the 
length of time it is in the papers; and also, if heat be em- 
ployed, the length of time it is held in the irons. Hair which 
falls straight, five minutes after being curled, is hair that was 
not well dried by the hot iron. The iron was taken away too 
soon. | 

Some Curling Fluids. 

Nearly every one remembers the quince seed days, when 
quince seed was boiled and the thickened juice used for 
moistening the hair. The hair was stiff, but it certainly kept 
its curl. If the quince seed tea be used let it be thin and, iné 
stead of soaking the hair with it, let it be barely moistened, 
then left up until dry. This will make a nice temple curl and 
one that will “‘ stay in’’ a long time. 

A delightful set of curls can be made by wetting the head 
with a spray of perfume. Merely moisten the head, sprinkling 
it just as clothes are sprinkled. The hair is now put up into 
curlers and either left in over night or pressed with hot irons 
and taken down. It should be aired as long as possible by a 
hot fire or radiator before the comb is put into it. 

In making waves upon the head have the hair as dry as a 
bone. Then run the tongs through it, giving them a twist 
here and there, until the whole head is a mass of waves. Then 
go over it again, trying to deepen the waves. It is this second 
going over which dries the hair and makes the waves deeper 
and more permanent. 

Hair that has been shampooed will not curl quite so well 
for a couple of days. The reason is that the moisture still lies 
in it and, though you are not conscious of it, your hair is still 
wet. 

If you will dry it well, holding it in front of the fire, or 
register, or over the radiator, until it is as dry asa bone and 
floating with its own lightness, then you will find it in an ad- 
mirable condition to wave. 

Take it, and, if you desire forehead curls, moisten it with 
perfume and do it up over night. The back will still be wet 
enough from the shampoo—even though you cannot feel it— 
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Fish, in days past, was’ taken from a fork supplemented by 
a bit of bread; nowadays a silver Knife is allowable: forks

Soup is taken from the side of the spoon, which is filled by 
drawing it up from the edge of the soup plate opposite: it is 
quite a breach of savoir faire to fill it with the movement 
toward you. Soup, of course, must be taken noiselessly. No 


one takes a second helping or tips the plate to get it all.

and knives for fish being made of a Special pattern. The king 
of England takes his fish with two forks, but in democratic 
America the knife is preferred to a second fork. All vege- 
tables are eaten with a fork; asparagus with a knife and fork, 
although it may be taken up with the fingers if one prefers 
to do so. A safe rule at table, however, is never to touch 


any bit of food with the fingers, olives and hors d’ceuvres 


generally excepted. 


Ice cream is eaten with a fork in America; in England 
a spoon is used, therefore Americans, suffering from anglo- 
phobia, insist upon a spoon when taking their ice cream. With 
all deference to English customs, a safe rule is to eat nothing 
with a spoon that can be taken with a fork. 

Peaches and pears are peeled, cut in half, and then broken 
by the fork and thus eaten; an orange may be cut in half 
and then eaten with an orange Spoon, or it may be peeled 


» 
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entire, then divided into sections, and eaten with a fork. 

All pies are eaten with a fork only and most puddings, 
except custards, which require a spoon. Soft cakes, like layer 
cake or eclairs, are taken with a fork. Jellies, no matter how 
hard, are eaten with a spoon. Cheese is eaten with a fork. 

There are dozens of people who would be mortally offended 
by the suggestion that they “ate with the knife.” But they 
must be careful how they thrust a knife into a dish of sweets 
or of any sauce, and convey that knifeful of these to pieces of 
bread or cake. This igs a most unfortunate breach of table 
manners. - | 

Don’t use the knife in this connection at all. Sweets and 
sauces are not to be placed upon the bread in any case. They 
are eaten, when possible, with a fork; otherwise with a 
spoon, | 
_ Try to wield your knife, fork, spoon as quietly as possible. 
Don't let fork or spoon jangle upon the china. A half dozen 
jangling or scraping plates make a frightful concert.

E were walking up the Avenue des Champs
